NOT INCLINED TO SURRENDER 


Is Likely to Demand a Full

ASSEMBLYMEN SICK OF IT ALL. 


Melick and Valentine Stand by Their 
Guns—Senate Votes to Adjourn 
March 4—Bills Favorably Acted 
Upon in Committee.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 21.—(Special 

Dispatch.) Speaker Coombs and the 
Assembly Committee on Mileage are 
the anchors which Duckworth will cast 
to windward. The chief clerk hopes to 
be able through the authorization given 
his acts by the report of that commitee 
and the signing of the pay roll to force 
the Republicans to an investigation 
that shall drag others down with him 
if he has to go. 
“Until o'clock this morning 
scouring for votes, accompanied by Al 
Lindley, and so well had he succeeded 
that he told the Times representative 
at 2:30 o’clock that there would be 
nothing done today. 

A caucus of Democrats was held last 
night and Duckworth addressed them 
in a vigorous speech, in the course of 
which he declared that two members 
of the committee which had called for 
his resignation had applied to him to 
make places on the temporary roll for 
persons whom they might name. This 
referred to Belshaw and Melick, both 
of whom have heretofqre explaine@ 
their actions satisfactorily. Melick ap- 
plied at the request of Schwannecke, 
but Duckworth told him there was no 
vacancy. The Lancaster Assemblyman 
says he does not propose to be scared 
from asking Duckworth’s resignation, 
merely because he had applied for a 
place for another which he did not get, 
and Melick is not pressing for Duck- 
worth’s resignation because of the fact 
that no place was given him, for the 
chief clerk subsequently asked him if 


he wanted to put a man on the roll * 


and he said no, he had no one, Capt. 
Cross having secured Schwannecke’s 
appointment, as the captain stated in 
his letter to The Times. 

The committee appointed by the 
caucus yesterday did not apply to 
Duckworth for his answer this morn- 
ing, as he had asked for time, and it 
was expected he would make his an- 
swer in writing. After adjournment 
an effort was made to have a caucus, 
but the clerk’s friends kept away in 
sufficient number to prevent action, 
and the day accordingly passed with- 
out result. 

R. R. Duckworth, brother of the 
clerk, reached here last night from San 
Francisco. He was clerk of the Mile- 
age Committee and has advised his 
brother to demand an _ investigation. 
He declares that Chairman Breiling, 
Goodhue and Fontana, Republican 
members of the committee, voted to 
allow mileage, although he told them 
he knew there were men on the roll 


' who were not entitled to it. 


One man, J. Hocking, on the tem- 
porary roll as clerk to the sergeant-at- 
arms, was awarded $173.60 per diem 
and mileage, and as he had been paid 
$70 by the county of San Bernardino 
to take a prisoner to San Quentin on 
his way to Sacramento, he made a 
pretty good thing of it. 

R. R. Duckworth said that when 
some of those to whom mileage had 
been allowed found out that the com- 
mittee had made allowances to others, 
they beseiged Chairman Breiling on the 
street and in the lobby, and induced 
him to put their names dewn also. He 
says, and how much truth there is in 
his statement is still an unknown 
quantity, that even after the commit- 
tee report had been made out Breiling 
altered it with a lead pencil tn at least 
one instance, to insert the name of-a 
hungry attaché who boned him in the 
corridor. After the report Was pre- 
sented in the Assembly, he says, there 
were three days in which it could have 
been examined and discussed. The rec- 
ord shows that Bridgford moved that

At 7:25 o’clock this evening, Assem- 
blyman Melick, having the express 
consemt of Anderson and the tacit con- 
sent of Belshaw, of the committee ap- 
pointed by the caucus, went to Duck- 
worth and asked for the latter's re- 
ply to the demand for his resignation. 

“T am just reading over a reply 
which I have written,” answered the 
clerk. 

“Will you give it to the committee 
tonight? What time shall I call on

“SACRAMENTO, Jan. 21.—(Special 
Dispatch.) A_ self-appointed commit- 
tee, consisting of one Democratic Sen- 
ator and two Democratic Assembly* 
men from San Francisco, who have a 
grievance against Gov. Budd, are pre- 
paring to spring a sensational attack 
upon the Executive department in the 
demand for the appointment of an in- 
vestigating committee to probe the 
Official acts of the Governor. 

A resolution is now being prepared 
for presentation simultaneously to 
both branches of the Legislature, ask- 
ing the appointment of a joint legisla- 
tive committee, with power to compel 
the attendance of witnesses and ad- 
minister oaths, with the intent to dis- 
cover what uses the Governor has been 
making of the $10,000 special contin- 
fund, known as the ‘Secret Ser- 
vice Fund,” and why it is that he is 
printing bills at State Printing 
office, that have exceeded by about 200 
per cent. those of any previous ad- 
ministration. 

It is hinted that the “Secret Service 
Fund” has been used in detective workon 
his side of the Fair will contest. Those 
who are behind the investigation point 
out that Gov Budd has had $5000 a 
year at his command in this fund, 
where his predecessors had never more 
than $2500, and that at one time he 
drew a warrant for $3000, at another 
time, for $1500, and at another time 
for $1000 on this fund.

McKinley to 
have Cullom remain in the Senate, as 
there is no telling what might turn up 
should the McKinley forces in Illinois 
attempt to replace him with the pres- 
ent Legislature so badly torn up. 

GAGE’S FRIENDS AT WORK. 

CANTON (0.,) Jan. 21. — Although 
there is no authority for the statement 
that a friend of President-elect McKin- 
ley has gone to Chicago to confer with 
Lyman J. Gage, in reference to his tak- 
ing the treasury portfolio, it is believed 
here there have been Chicagoans in 
Canton advocating Gage’s qualifications 
and claims for representation in the 
Cabinet. Judge Grosscup is here. 

JUDGE M’'KENNA’S CHANCES. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 21. — United 
State Circuit Judge McKenna has just 
arrived from Canton, O., where he went 
to visit President-elect McKinley. It 
was this visit, very suddenly made, 
that disclosed the fact that Judge Mc- 
Kenna will in all probability be offered 
a Cabinet portfolio. 

Judge McKenna left San crancisco 
a week ago last Monday, went to Can- 
ton, remained twelve hours and re- 
turned to San Francisco, the entire trip 
consuming just ten days. The return of 
Judge McKenna was as stidden and 
unexpected as his departure. Though 
fatigued from the long journey across 
thecontinent, the Judge had much of 
interest to say of his flying trip and 
the prospects of his becoming a mem- 
ber of the next Cabinet. He was, how- 
ever, very cautious in his statements. 
He. admitted, nevertheless, that the 
Cabinet situation, particularly in its 
relation to himself, called him to Can- 
ton. While he qualified all of his re- 
marks in relation to his: acceptance of 
a proposed portfolio, he is very certain 
that California will have a‘ represen- 
tative in the official family of the Pres- 
ident-elect. 

He said: “I consider that,.too much 
significance has been attached to my 
visit. Many changes may occur. There 
is perfect freedom on the part of Maj. 
McKinley to do as he may wish, and 
perfect freedom on my part. It is dif- 
ficult to state the exact situation. 

“Theré are some difficulties in the 
way of my acceptance of the portfolio. 
I explained that very fully, and they 
are not definitely settled. 

“Neither the vacancy on the Supreme 
bench nor my present position is in 
any way involved in the juestion of 
my acceptance of a place in the Cab- 
inet. There are other difficulties in the 
way of my appointment to a Cabinet 
position.” —

were the first to spread the report of 
the disaster. The affair is looked upon 
as deserving a punitive expedition. Be- 
nin City is known as the city of blood, 
oh account of ite being the seat of the 
fetish priests of that part of Africa, and 
because human sacrifices are of fre- 
quent occurrence, the remains of sacri- 
ficed slaves being seen. bleaching in 
the sun on all sides. 

The British warships Phoebe, Widg- 
eon, Alecto, Barossa, Theseus and Forte 
have already been dispatched to the 
entrance of the river Benin.. 

British. officers left Liverpool for the 
same coast Saturday, and munitions of 
war will follow on Saturday next. 

A late telegram from Lagos, received 
today, gives a still further detail of 
the massacre at Benin on the Niger. 
The expedition, it is said, was greeted 
in a friendly way at every town along 
its course and received peaceful mes- 
sages from the king, but on approach- 
ing Benin City the members were fired 
upon from ambush. 

Acting Consul-General Phillips, Dr. 
R. H. Elliott and Mr. Powis fell dead on 
the spot.

Capt. Boisragon 
and R. F. Locke carried him off, but 
he was wounded again, so that he died 
in a few minutes, after imploring his 
companions to seek their own safety 
and leave him to his fate. H. C. Camp- 
bell of the consular staff, was captured 
an@ taken to Benin City, but the King 
had him taken to an adjacent village, 
where he was killed. All the Europeans 
who were killed were afterward be- 
headed, and King Obboah has sent the 
finger rings belonging to Acting Consul- 
General Phillips back as an act of de- 
flance.

BANDITS’ QUICK WORK. 


TRAIN HELD UP BY MASKED MEN 
IN ALABAMA, 


Uncoupled the Express Car and 
Made) the Engineer Pall Out. 
They Got Only a Little Cash and 
a Jug of Whisky—Bloodhounds 
in Pursuit,

BIRMINGHAM (Ala.,) Jan. 21.—Three 
unknown masked men held up train 
No. 33 on the Southern Railway at 7 
o’clock tonight near Berry station, sev- 
enty miles west of Birmingham, and 
robbed the Southern Express Com- 
pany’s car. It is the second time 
within a month that the same train 
has been robbed in that locality. The 
bandits uncoupled the express car from 
the rest of the train and then com- 
pelled the engineer to pull ahead to a 
secluded spot, where they forced an 
entrance to the express car and over- 
powered the messenger. His safe keys 
were secured and the local safe quickly 
opened and rifled of its contents, which 
the express officials say amounted to 
$150. Before leaving the car the rob- 
bers selected from among the freight 
packages a four-gallon jug of whisky 
and appropriated it. 

It is thought the robbers had horses 
in waiting in the woods upon which 
they made their escape. The entire 
time of the robbery, shown in the con- 
ductor’s report, was twelve minutes. A 
posse is pursuing the robbers with 
bloodhounds from the Coalburg peni- 
tentiary.

COLONIZATION SCHEME, 
Inducements Offered to Settlers in 
the Sacramento Valley.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 21.—Some 
fifteen large land-owners in the upper 
Sacramento Valley are pressing to 
complete a big colonization scheme 
they have been considering for the 
past eight or nine months. It is the in- 
tention to organize a joint stock com- 
pany and issue shares in proportion to 
the appraised value of the lands 
pooled. Practically all the land in- 
volved has been appraised. The next 
step is to agree upon the incorporation 
of the company and the number of 
shares that will be issued.

. Chambers of St. Louis, who owns 20,000 


acres in Colusa county, is interested. 
Ten thousand acres are to be sur- 
veyed in forty, sixty and a hundred- 
acre farms. On fifty or sixty of these 
farms frame dwellings and barns will 
be erected and agents will be sent East 
to induce farmers in the Mississippi 
and Ohio valleys and throughout Kan- 
sas, Nebraska and the Dakotas to come 
out and settle on these small holdings. 
Where people from the East take up 
these farms as legitimate settlers they 
will be given the land at a very low 
price on long-term contracts at a rea- 
sonable rate of interest. The overland 
roads will be asked to give them cheap 
rates. 

The receipts from the sale of small 
farms, principal and interest, will be 
applied for dividends on the stock. The 
expense of putting the company on a 
proper footing will range from $100,000 
to $150,000.

‘FOREIGN IMMIGRATION. 


Bill to Keep Objectionable Alicns 
Out of the Country. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—The com- 
promise Immigration Bill, which has 
been agreed upon by the conferees of 
the House and Senate, azd which will 
come before the two houses for accept- 
ance within a few days, contains sev- 
eral new features which have not be- 
fore been made public. This section of 
the Senate bill is retained and excludes 
from the United States all persons 
over 16 years of age Who cannot read 
and write the English language or the 
language of..their-native country, but 
it is amended by the insertions by the 
words “residents of’’ before the word 
country. 

For the purpose of testing the ability 
of immigrants to read it is provided 
that they shall draw from a box a 
printed slip containing Jbetween twenty 
and twenty-five words of the Constitu- 
tion and write five lines of it as re- 
quired by the Senate bill. A clause is 
added to the bill that if the slips are 
not at hand for use the officers shall 
make the test by the most appropriate 
and available means at hand, and state 
in writing the reason the slips are lack- 
ing and the substitute test employed. 

The plan of Representative Corliss 
for excluding aliens from temporary 
employment in the United States reads 
as follows: “That it shall hereafter 
be unlawful for any male alien who has 
not in good faith made his declaration 
before the proper court of record of his 
intention to become a citizen of the 
United States to be employed on any 
public works of the United States, or 
to come regularly or habitually into the 
United States by land or water for the 
purpose of engaging in any mechanical 
trade or manual labor, for wages or 
salary, returning from time to time to 
a foreign country. 

“That it shall be unlawful for any 
person, partnership company or cor- 
poration knowingly to employ any 
alien coming into the United States in 
violation of the next preceding section 
of this act, provided that the provisions 
of this act shall not apply to the em- 
ployment of sailors, deck hands or 
other employés of vessels, or railroad 
train hands, such as conductors, engin- 
eers, brakemen, firemen or bassage- 
men, whose services require them to 
pass over the frontier to reach the 
terminus of their runs, or to boatmen 
or guides on the lakes or rivers on the 
northern border of the United States.”’ 

Violations of these sections by aliens 
or «citizens are made misdemeanors, 
punishable -by $500 fine or impriscon- 
ment not exceeding one year, or both, 
and persons coming into the country 
in violation of the sections are to be 
deported to the country from whence 
they came. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is au- 
thorized to permit the entrance of 
aliens for the purpose of teaching new 
arts or industries under such rules as 
he may provide. 

The section of the Senate bill ex- 
empting from the act persons who may 
enter from Cuba during the disorders 
there, is retained. 

A new section is added to the bill, 
as follows: 

“That any alien who shall in viola- 
tion of this act, or any other existing 
law, secure entry into the _ United 
States without inspection or through 
mistake representation, collusion, de- 
ception or fraud, may be taken into 
the properly-authorized 
immigration officers within thirty 
days after the facts become known to 
them, and such alien, upon a special 
inquiry .at the most convenient place, 
conducted according to section 5 of 
the Immigration Act of March 3, 1892, 
shall be dealt with as provided lv law 
for alien immigrants, upon their first 
arriva!.”’ 

Instead of taking effect three months 
after its passage the bill is ainended 
to take effect July 1, 189°.

The wind was blowing 
from the southeast with a velocity of 
about thirty miles an hour and a surf 
was rolling upon the beach. The ves- 
sel pounded over two hours after she 
first struck and the waves drove her 
gradually in shore and then she went 
to pieces, crumbling before the fury 
of the mighty waves as though she 
were an egg shell. 

About 6 o’clock Capt. Charles Mer- 
man of the Quougue life-saving sta- 
tion, assisted by his men, brought the 
apparatus from the house to a point 
opposite the vessel, but when 
they shot out their life line it was too 
late to be of any service. The sailors, 
who, from the moment that one of the 
patrolmen had sighted the schooner, 
were in the rigging dropped off 
one by one into the seething waters, 
and soon after one of the bodies, that 
of a big Swede, was washed ashore. 

The life-savers worked manfully. 
The first line fired from the | on 
fell across the yards but slipped away 
over the side and was lost. The sec- 
ond landed in the rigging, but the sail- 
ors were unable to secure it and it was 
lost. A third attempt was also inef- 
fectual and then the crowd of villagers 
who gathered on the beach saw the 
last of the men fall from the rigging 
and disappear in the surf which at this 
time was running unusually high. 

The life-saving cr-. made an at- 
tempt to launch a life-boat but they 
were repulsed each time by the break- 
ers, and although the bystanders en- 
couraged the bnave fellows in every 
possible manner, the hardy men had 
to desist. 

There were in all nine men seen on 
the ill-fated vessel. It was generally 
surmised that the first body washed 
in was either that of the captain or 
first mate. Three hours after she first 
struck, the scHooner went to pieces. 

Up to noon, when the fury of the 
Mee Ae had abated somewhat, no other

five miles east of Fire Island and is 
the first point where the oceag touches

was 145 feet long, 35 feet beam and 15% 
feet deep.

BANK 


President of a Closed Louteville

DES MOINES (lIowa,) Jan. 21.—The 
German Savings Bank of this city has 
assigned to H. T. Blackburn. Capital, 
$75,000; assets, $611,000: undivided 
profits, $11,000; deposits, $540,000. The 
bank opened this morning with only 
$5000 on hand. Very little money came 
in, and when William Musson pre- 
sented a check for $10,000 there was 
not enough to pay it, so the bank 
closed its doors. ' Depositors will he 
paid in full, but the capital stock will 
be wiped out entirely and an assess- 
ment will be made. The failure was 
caused by inability to collect from bor- 
rowers, most of whom were small 
trades and merchants. 

BANK PRESIDENT ARRESTED. 

LOUISVILLE (Ky.,) Jan. 21.—Na- 
tional Bank Examiner James Escott ’ 
has sworn out a warrant for James M. 
McKnight, president of the German 
National Bank, which was closed Mon- 
day by order Of Comptroller Eckels. 
The warrant charges a violation of the 
national banking law, and was placed 
in the hands of Deputy Marshal Black- 
burn. Examiner Escott will not talk 
about the warrant. — 

McKnight was also president of the 
Germania Trust and Safety Vault 
Company, for which a receiver was ap- 
pointed yesterday. 

McKnight appeared at the office of 
United States Marshal Blackburn at 2 
o’clock and surrendered.

ICE CREAM FOR ROUND TRIPS. 


How the Delicacy is Packed and 
‘Carried on the Ocean Liners. 


Ice cream has such a peculiar power 
of disanpearing, or rather #&peedily 
resolving itself into a substance which 
belies its name, that it might seem ill- 
adapted for an article of export. Yet 
when properly packed it may be kept 
for weeks, and even months. This be- 
ing true, it can be and is transported 
by land and water to great distances. 
All the ocean steamers leaving New 
York for Europe and for the southern 
and West Indian ports are supplied 
there with ice cream, not only for their 
outward, but for their return voyages 
as well. New York has a monopoly of 
this trade, according to the Tribune, 
and it is chiefly confined to two, or, at 
most, three companies. The cream, 
which is to travel thousands of miles 
before being used, is made in precisely 
the same way as that for the domestic 
trade, and there is practically no dif- 
ference in its taste after weeks of freez- 
ing. 
All steamers have a “cold room’’ in 
the hold, in which is placed a huge re- 
frigerator made especially for the pur- 
pose of holding ice cream. It consists 
of a square wooden box, very heavily 
built, and lined with zinc. Within this 
is a square receptacle for ice cream, 
much smaller than the inside of the 
box, so as to allow plenty of space for 
ice all around it. The ice cream is 
brought down to the steamer in large 
tubs, each containing forty quarts, put 
up in the usua) oblong quart bricks. 

The tubs are taken on board the ves- 
sel and unloaded below. One by one 
the quart bricks are packed snugly 
away in the great, square receptacle 
in the refrigerator. These cans, as 
they may be called, vary in size, the 
largest, such as is used, for instance, 
on the steamer New York, containing 
about 650 quarts. Previous to the 
filling, a solid mass of cracked ice 
and salt has been packed into the 
space between the sides of the can 
and the box walls. The employés of 
the ice cream company direct the 
ship’s hands as to the proper replen- 
ishment of this ice and salt, a process 
which must be gone through each 
day. The temperature of the crear is 
kept in the neighborhood of zero all 
the time. When needed for the table 
the bricks are taken out through a 
small door in the top of the box, that 
there may be as little exposure’ as 
possible to the comparatively warm 
outside air. 

Although the ice cream thus shipped 
is in almost every case meant only for 
use aboard the steamer, there is at 
least one company in this city which 
has customers in the West Indies, end 
thus actually exports its wares, in the 
common meaning of the word. The 
trade js small as yet, and was brought 
about entirely through the steamship 
companies.

He discov- 
ered that one rib and the cartilage of 
two ribs were broken. Morrison’s throat 
was also badly swollen and the imprint 
of Malone's fingers was plainly visi- 
ble. Soon after the affair Malone. prob- 
ably in order to save himself. went to 
the Police Court and swore out a war- 
rant charging Morrison with disturbing 
the peace. A little later Morrison's 
brother also appeared and asked to 
have a warrant issued for Malone’s ar- 
rest. The request was refused until 
an investigation could be made, and in 
the mean time it is feared that Malone 
will leave the city. Morrison was suf- 
fering great pain last night, and was 
not able to talk much. 

Malone's disposition was evinced in a 
case which was tried in the Police 
Court yesterday. 

Soon after Malone rented the business 
from Morrison, a young man named 
Charles Thompson happened along and 
was engaged by Malone to work at the 
lunch counter. Thompson was in bad 
health and was receiving $10 a week 
from home. Malone had no money, and. 
Thompson advanced him money to buy 
supplies. No agreement was made as 
to the amount of wages Thompson was 
to receive, but Malone told him he 
wwould pay “what was right,” and in- 
structed Thompson, if he needed 
money, to take it from the drawer and 
put in a ticket for the amount. 

This went on for three weeks, when 
finally Thompson saw that Malone was 
-not-paying his.rent, and was likely to 
be closed out. Then he decided to re- 
gain as much as possible of the money 
he had advanced Malone. One night 
he took $6 from the till, all there was 
in it, and left in exchange a ticket for 
the amount. When Malone discovered 
this he was enraged and frightened 
Thompson into returning it under pen- 
alty of arrest. The next night he in- 
duced Officer Henderson to arrest 
Thompson on a charge of embezzling 
$40. This was 2 o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing, and Thompson was hauled out of 
his bed and lugged to the Police Sta- 
tion. He was kept there until Monday, 
when he was allowed to give bail. 

Yesterday the case came up for trial 
before Justice Morrison. The evidence 
adduced was all in favor of the defend- 
-ant, and the justice promptly dis- 
charged Thompson.

INTERNATIONAL BIMETALLISM. 


Senator Wolcott's mission to Europe 
may not be attended with immediate 
success, but there are good reasons for 
believing that it will lay the founda- 
tion for a future understanding through 
which the vexing financial problems 
which now confront us may be defi- 
nitely and finally determined. It may 
be regarded as reasonably certain that 
before the close of President McKin- 
ley’s administration some understand- 
ing or agreement will have been en- 
tered into between the ieading com- 
mercial nations of the world, by which 
the coinage status of silver will be fixed 
and it relations to gold be defined with 
some approximation to definiteness. 
The actual exchange value of silver, as 
of all commodities, must of necessity 
be be determined by commercial us- 
age, which is based upon and controlled 
by the laws of supply and demand. 
But the leading nations can, by con- 
certed action, fix the coinage status of 
silver in such manner that the whole 
world will recognize it. 

Under existing circumstances, it is 
the moral duty of the great nations t9 
take some action in the direction indi- 
cated. President McKinley is too 
shrewd a leader and too broad a states- 
man not to perceive the opporcunity 
and the duty before him. That he will 
both embrace the opportunity and dis- 
charge the duty may be regarded as 
practically assured. It is not at all 
likely that the question of free coin- 
age will ever again become an issue in 
a Presidential election in the United 
States. 

Free coinage was not legitimatelv an 
issue in the Presidential campaign of 
1896, but it was forced into that catn- 
paign by the action of cranks and ex- 
tremists, who succeeded in their pur- 
pose only by reason of the menace 
which they offered to the credit and 
honor of the nation and the prospcrity 
of its industries. Had it not been for 
the fact that the triumph of free 2oin- 
age would have been also a triumpn 
for repudiation, free trade and social 
disorder, the coinage question would 
have occupied the subordinate place 
where it rightfuly belonged in the 
Presidential campaign. By giving to 
their movement some of the charac- 
istics of an insurrection, the free-co'n- 
age theorists were enabled to force it 
into temporary prominence, and to 
emphasize the imperative necessity for 
its defeat. This necessity having been 
plainly indicated, the defeat of the 
movement followed as a logical se- 
quence. 

The free-coinage campaign was 
fought under false colors. Its leaders 
hoisted the flag of “bimetallism” with- 
out just warrant, for the realization of 
their theories would have placed the 
country upon a basis of silver mono- 
metallism within less than thirty days 
after the election. They had no right 
to be classed as monometallists, but 
chose that classification as a ¢u- 
phemism for the less popular but more 
correct name of monometallists. The 
true and only bimetallists in the late 
campaign were the Republicans. Their 
platform advocated the only form of 
bimetallism that is practicable or pos- 
sible under existing conditions, which 
is through internatonal agreement. No 
silver-standard nation has bimetallism, 
while every gold-standard nation has 
bimetallism in a limited sense. Through 
international agreement the limitations 
now resting upon the coinage uses of 
silver can be greatly extended. Through 


THE DUTY OF THE PARTY. 


There is a general election to take 
place in the State next year for the 
choice of a Governor and his cabinet 
of State officers, for members of the 
Legislature who will have the selec- 
tion of a Senator and for the election 
of county officers to serve their re-_ 
spective counties for years. It is im- 
possible to imagine an election of much 
greater importance. The Democratic 
party has in its hands already the ma- 
chinery of most of the State offices, 
Which will be greatly increased be- 
fore the adjournment of the present 
Legislature. It is losing no chance to 
make capital out of the present corrupt 
and dirty mess connected with the tem- 
porary organization of the Assembly, 
in which the Republicans had a clear 
majority. They will endeavor to show 
that Chief Clerk Duckworth is not only 
a member of the Republican party, but 
that he is backed by the strongest 
and most influential party; and they 
will show, so plain'y that a man on a 
bicycle could read it, that Mr. Duck- 
worth was guilty of malfeasance in 
office by putting names on the pay- 
roll of the Assembly of men who had 
never been at Sacramento at all dur- 
ing the organization. Just what good a 
man could achieve at Sacramento by 
remaining at Monterey, or Yreka, is 
not altogether clear. If Mr. Duck- 
worth willfully put upon the Assembly 
pay roll the names of men who had 
performed no service whatever, he was 
guilty of malfeasance, for which he 
should be fmpeached and removed from 
office. 

That this thing will be made to recoil 
upon the Republican party in 1898 there 
can be no reasonable doubt, unless 
some men will rise up in their seats 
and ask to have the chief clerk im- 
peached. If a resolution of that char- 
acter be defeated by one or two votes, 
it would at least show an earnest de- 
sire on the part of the majority te 
purge itself of participation in a scan- 
dal. But it should not be defeated, and | 
men who do not want to see the State 
handed over to the Democracy for an- 
other period of four years should lose 
no time in forcing the matter to a 
finish. 

The Republican party has never been 
good at defense. Its first defeat in 
this State came in 1867, following the 
passage of the Western Pacific Sub- 
sidy Bill, of which George C. Gorham 
was the chief «lobbyist. Gov. Low, 
whose private secretary Mr. Gorham 
had been until a few months before this 
occurrence, returned the bill with a 
veto that showed he was made of the 
right stuff. Gorham said to him, “Gov- 
ernor, when the next Legislature meets 
I will be Governor. That bill wiil pass 
on its merits, and I will sign it myself.” 
Gorham got the nomination all right 
enough, for he was a masterly manip- 
ulator of conventions, but that was’ as 
far as he got. The Democracy took up 
Henry H. Haight, a war Democrat, 
and electéd him by a majority of 7458, 
and a plurality over Gorham of 9546. 
As Lincoln and Johnson had carried 
the State at the Presidential election 
of 1864 by 18,293, this was a reversal of 
public opinion amounting to 25,751 in 
the short space of three years. 

Other cases have occurred in the his- 
tory of this State, where the ambition 
or rapacity of “the push” has put the 
Republican party on the defensive, and 
where it has invariably resulted in the 
defeat of the party. The Republican 
party must make an aggressive fight 
if it would win. It made a defensive 
fight in 1892 in behalf of Benjamin 
Harrison, who was never the choice 
of the mass of the party, but was 
nominated by a convention largely 
composed of Federal office-holders. As 
a natural result, it was defeated by 
131 electoral votes, and a plurality of 
372,562 in the popular vote. Last year 
it had a man for whom an aggressive 
fight could be made, and the result 
was a victory for William McKinley by 
the biggest majority of both popu- 
lar and electoral votes yet recorded 
in American history. 

The Republican party will be accused 
of a connivance with rascality, and of 
shielding scoundrels from merited pun- 
ishment if the whitewashing report of 
the majority is allowed to stand un- 
questioned and without any further 
procedure in the case. In voting to 
whitewash this corrupt officer who 
used the State treasury to pay off his 
political debts, Mr. Vosburg of La- 
manda Park, has dug his political 
grave, and can proceed to fill it up at 
his leisure. The Republican party has 
no use for any such useless lumber, 
and Mr. Vosburg should “make hay 
While the sun shines,”’ for it is about 
the last chance he will ever get. A 
vote of censure with a record of “aye” 
from every Republican on the floor of 
the House is what is needed to rele- 
fate this corrupt officer (the chief 
clerk,) to deserved obscurity, and pre-

ODDITIES IN OREGON POLITICS. 


‘Oregon has always had a surplus of 
strange and pecuHar occurrences since 
her admission to the Union. In 1864 
Addison C. Gibbs, who had accepted 
the nomination for Governor at the 
general election for the sole purpose of 
getting to the Senate through the ex- 
tensive patronage of the gubernatorial 
office, carried out his programme go far 
as getting the nomination of the Re- 
publican caucus for Senator, but there 
were several Republicans who had kept 
out of the caucus, and also, by dilatory 
tactics, in which they were aided by 
Democratic members, finally alienated 
Gibbs’s strength from him and elected 
George H. Williams as Senator. He 
was afterward Attorney-General of the 
United States during the Presidency of 
Gen. Grant. 

In 1868, while George L. Woods was 
Governor, that worthy hit upon a plan 
to make some money. This was noth- 
ing more or less than to have the Re- 
publican members of the lower house 
resign without passing any appropria- 
tion bill for the following two years. 
Much to the shame and dismay of the 
best Republicans in the State, he suc- 
ceeded in doing so. In 1870 Gen. Joel 
Palmer, as good a man as ever saw the 
Pacific Coast, was defeated for Gov- 
ernor by Leonard F. Grover, just 
through nothing but the scandal grow- 
ing out of the Woods affair. This fail- 
ure to pass an appropriation bill en- 
abled a certain banker of Salem to buy 
up State indebtedness at 60 to 70 per 
cent. of its face, and the next Legis- 
lature paid him in full. It is believed 
that Oregon is the only State where a 
Legislature was ever. adjourned with- 
out passing an appropriation bill. 

In 1885 the Legislature had a very hot 
and bitter fight, and six prominent Re- 
publicans staid out of the caucus. They 
kept on with a deadlock in the Sena- 
torial fight until the Legislature ex- 
pired by constitutional limitation, and 
no Senator was elected. Similar dead- 
locks afterward occurred in Montana 
and Washington. 

Now Oregon is in a state of perplexity. 
She has Senatorial aspirants ‘“‘to burn,” 
like any other State, but there is no 
majority of any one party on joint bal- 
lot. Mr. Mitchell has already secured 
the caucus nomination, but he is no 
nearer election that he was when the 
Legislature first convened. The key to 
the situation lies in the hands of Jona- 
than Bourne, who, after being secre- 
tary of the Republican State Central 
Committee, deliberately went over to 
the Populists, and was elected to the 
Assembly by a small majority. Bourne 
is a man of some native ability, and 
wants to be Speaker of the House. He 
lacks several votes to elect him, and 
he wants Mitchell to furnish the requis- 
ite number. There is no doubt but that 
Mitchell would do so but for the fact 
that some of the Republican members 
have notified him that they did not 
want a Populist in the Speaker's chair, 
and that if he gives Bourne the neces- 
sary number of votes to elect him 
they will not support him for Senator. 
As the election of a presiding officer is 
the first step in the way of permanent 
organization, the Oregon Legislature af- 
fords the singular spectacle of a Sen- 
ate two weeks old and in full working 
order, while its lower house has not 
got beyond the roll-call of the members 
|elected, by the chief clerk of the last 
legislative session. 

Much of this dilatory work grows out 
of Mr. Mitchell's anomalous position 
on the currency question. In 1895, when 
Senator Dolph was a candidate for re- 
election, he was outspoken on this 
question and apposed free coinage. He 
said he would rather be defeated. than 


at the eleventh hour, he was turned 
down and George W. McBride, at one 
time Secretary of State, was elected in 
his place. Therefore it is not neces- 
sary to say that Mr. Dolph “has it in” 
for his former law partner. 

Mr. Mitchell was always an out- 
spoken and persistent advocate of free 
coinage. Nobody had ever heard of 
his being anything else. The State 
election in Oregon occurred a few 


inated for the Presidency, and a great 
many Populist ballots were cast for 
Republican legislative candidates fav- 
orable to the reélection of Mr. Mitchell 
on account of his avowed championship 
of the white metal. Then came the 
nomination of McKinley on a sound- 
money platform, followed by the refusal 
of many life-long Democrats to bow 
down to the silver calf erected at Chi- 
cago. For about six weeks or so noth- 
ing could be heard from Mr. Mitchell. 
It was rumored that he had fallen into 
a hole and pulled the hole in after him, 
but that turned out to be “a campaign 
lie.”” After waiting until the fifty-ninth 
minute of the eleventh hour, when it 
was evident that Bryan would be 
beaten worse than anybody but poor old 
Horace Greeley, then Mr. Mitchell came 
out and made several ringing speeches 
in favor of sound money and McKinley 
as its logical candidate. He is inan un- 
pleasant dilemma. The Populists who 
supported him indirectly in June are 
angry at him for what he said later on 
in the game, so that if he gives Bourne 
a few Republican votes for Speaker and 
loses half a dozen in his fight for Sen- 
ator, Bourne cannot give him enough 
Populists to elect him Senator. The 
Pops are out for free coinage and will 
not have anything else. Commenting 
on this peculiarly-shaped fight, the Ore- 
gxonian of the 16th says, editorially: 

“We have a Senator whose position 
covers a great deal of ground. He is 
for the gold standard and for the sil- 
ver standard at the same time, at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, with two kinds of dol- 
lars. one worth half as much as the 
other, yet of equal value. This is very 
brilliant, doubtless; so dazzling, indeed, 
that many can't see it.”’ 


A PATRIOTIC APPEAL. 


The following extract from a speech 
delivered by ex-Minister Phelps, at a 
recent New England dinner in New 
York, is worthy of careful considera- 
tion by patriotic Americans. Mr. 
Phelps, speaking of the duty of the 
people of the country, now that the 
victory had been won at the polls, said: 

“It seems to me that for a while we 
have got to suspend the contest of 
party. We have got to postpone the 
decision of such issue. There have 
got to be concessions on all sides and 
self-denial on all sides. If we do that 
we may look for prosperity. If we do 
not I should be glad to be informed, be- 
cause I am sorry to say that I am un- 
able to see from what quarter it is to 
come. We have got to have the patriot- 
ism of the forefathers resurrected: a 
patriotism that is above party and 
above self; a patriotism that existed 
when none were for the party and all 
were for the State.

He 
is inclined to bluff the matter through, 
to decline, without thanks, the invita- 
tion to resign, and to challenge investi- 
gation. By all means let him do 60. 
An investigation is, at the present junc- 
ture, the one thing needful. If Duck- 
worth weré to resign, his resignation 
would be accepted promptly, and the 
investigation of the pay-roll scandal 
would probably stop there. It is there- 
fore to be hoped that he will adhere to 
his announced determination to “make 
the dry bones rattle.” The rattling 
process cannot begin too soon. A 
shameless raid upon the public funds 
has been made at the very threshhold 
of the present legislative session. Let 
the responsibility be definitely located, 
no matter where it may rest. Certain 
members of the present Republican 
Legislature have systematically begun 
the process of destroying the Repub- 
lican majority in the State, and are 
laying the groundwork for Democratic 
supremacy at the next State election. 
The party and the people have the right 
to know who these members are, and 
to read the riot act to them while their 
crimes are still fresh in the public 
mind. 


The New York Mail and Express says 
very aptly: “The closing paragraph of 
John Sherman’s new book, published a 
year ago, takes on new significance in 
view of the probability of his becoming 
McKinley’s Secretary of State. He 
wrote, as his valedictory message to 
the people: ‘I hope that our people will 
be content with internal growth, and 
avoid the complications of foreign ac- 
auisitions.

The Senators alluded to 
have threatened to block all legicla- 
tion unless a free-coinage bill were 
passed. The passage of a free-co -age 
bill by a Republican Congress is, of 
course, an impossibility. Under the 
absurd rules of the Senate these fac- 
tionists could make their threat ef- 
fective if they. were determine to do 
so. If the Nevada Congressman has 
succecdece in convincing these nariow- 
minded Senators of the error of their 
wavs. he is entitled to rank with the 
leading d’plomatists of the age. 


Hydraulic legislation is something 
that is yet in its experimental stages, 
and this State will have to go ahead 
slowly until some. definite results are 
‘reached. Although the sum of $250,000 
has been appropriated by Congress for 
dams to impound débris from hydraulic

The disvovery of the microbic treat- 
ment of pulmonary diseases makes the 
death rate by consumption much less 
all over the United States. Of course, 
the rethods of nursing patients are 
greatly improved over those of former 
\ecars. but the main decrease is chiefly 
attributable to the treatment itself. In 
Philace!phia, for example, although 
the yopulation has increased 40 per 
cent. since 1880, the annual number of 
deaths from consumption  de- 
creased from 2692 in that year to 2524 
in 1896. 


Benjamin Franklin, who was the 
most thoroughly American man of all 
our people (with a possible exception 
in favor of Abraham Lincoln) left $1000 
as a legacy to the city of Boston when 
he died, which was 107 years ago. The 
money has been kept out at interest 
all these years, until it has grown into 
the enormous sum of $360,000, and it 
is now proposed to invest it in a school 
where boys will be taught useful trades. 


Mr. Cross has introduced a bill to 
prevent the county hospitals from be- 
ing crowded with patients who have 
not yet acquired a residence. Each 
county should care for what the late 
Mr. Tatman of Arizona was wont to 
call “the indignant sick,”” and the 
money spent in the counties north of 
the bay in caring for tramps and 
hobos who properly belong to San 
Francisco, amounts to a very large 
sum in the course of every year. 


The suspension of a few weak bank- 
ing institutions is a good omen rather 
than an evil one. The business situa- 
tion is better because of the clearing 
away of this rubbish. The complete 
restoration of business activity was 
not to be expected while the measures 
which have brought depression and 
distrust were still in force. When these 
measures have been repealed, prosper- 
ity will return.

Newest Polar Balloon Scheme. 


[San Francisco Chronicle:] The Paris 
Figaro gives a detail of a balloon ex- 
Ppedition to the north pole now being 
organized by two French aeronautg 
named Louis Godard and Edouard R. 
Surcouf. The balloon, which will be 
called the France, will contain 10,847 
cubic meters of hydrogen gas, and its 
eircumference will be eighty-six me- 
ters. It will develop an ascensional 
power of 12,000 grammes, which will 
be represented by the weight of the 
aerostatic material, 4550 kilogrammes, 
and by that of the crew of seven, 
the provisions, the instruments, canoes, 
7450 kilogrammes. The 
balloon itself will be able to remain 
in the air for forty days, and to in- 


crease this time by twenty days more. 
Twelve gasometer balloons, each con- 
taining 250 cubic meters, will be ar- 
ranged round the car to supply the 
lost gas. Despite this preparation, it 
is thought the journey from , Spitz- 
bergen to Bering Straits will, under 
normal conditions, not last more than 
twelve to fifteen days. The expedition 
will not in any case start before 1898, 
and meantime an appeal is being made 
to patriotic Frenchmen for funds, 
f.225,000 being needed to meet the to- 
tal cost.

Cases of Senators Hall and Feeney 
Under Consideration.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 21.—The con- 
tests for the seats of Senators Hall and 
Feeney of San Francisco were heard in 
the Senate chamber today before the 
Committee on Elections. On Tuesday 
night the claims of John Terrill against

Senator Hall. Thomas J. Chandler, 
Jr.. was also given an opportunity of

At the end of the session of the Sen- 
ate committee was far from being con- 
vinced that either Terrill, Welch or 
Chandler was entitled to sit in the 
Senate. The claims made by Chandler, 
it: was declared, were such as should 
have been brought to the notice of the 
registrar to prevent Feeney from being 
placed on the ticket. It was now tco 
late to bring up these objections. 

The committee met in executive ses- 
sion tonight and it was decided to de- 
mand the ballots in the case of Welch, 
Terrill and Hall. This, it has been 
claimed, cannot be done, but Chairman 
Stratton says that he is empowered 
by the code to demand and receive the 
ballots. Unless the latter furnish more 
evidence of fraud than has yet been 
shown, Hall and Feeney will remain 
in their seats. | 


AN UNPLEASANT MIX. 
Assemblymen Heartily Sick of the 
Attache Scandal. 

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIR) 
SACRAMENTO, Jan. 21.—Clerk 
Duckworth has not yet resigned, nor 
will he do so until he is accorded a 
full investigation as to his share of 
blame in the temporary organization of 
the Assembly. A great many of the 
members are in favor of such a course, 
and those who were most active in the 
caucus in demanding his resignation 
now confess that they acted with un- 
due haste, and express regret that they 
did not use a little more moderation. 
Many of the members express the 
opinion that Duckworth should tender 
his resignation and ask for an investi- 
gation at the same time. The friends 
of the clerk and the minority of the 
Legislature scout such a proposition, 
and advise Duckworth to hold on, and 

have the investigation first. 

On the whole it is a decidedly un- 
pleasant mix-up, and the entire Leg- 
islature wishes itself well rid of the 
matter. The Democrats and Populists 
are gleeful at the state of affairs, and 
declare that the majority is as deep 
in the muck as Duckworth is in the 
mire. These accusations put the Repub- 
licans on the defense, and the only 
defense they give is that-everybody is 
equally to blame with his neighbor. 
Yesterday Duckworth was the shining 
mark, but that resolution asking the 
clerk to resign has acted like a boom- 
erang, and every one has been made to 
feel its weight. 

Assemblyman Valentine of Los An- 
geles said tonight that he was in fa- 
vor of giving Duckworth an impartial 
hearing, if the clerk wished to make 
a statement. 

‘“T think Mr. Duckworth should re- 
sign,” said he, “because the party 
which put him in place has asked him 
to do so. At the same time, if he de- 
sires it, he should ask for an investi- 
gation, which should be accorded Lim. 
I do not believe in condemning any 
man without a hearing, and I do not 
believe either in shoving al) the blame 
onto the shoulders .of one man. For 
my part, I. am willing to stand my 
share of the blame, and every man 
in the Assembly should stand up and 
take his medicine.” 

Assemblyman Belshaw had a page on 
the temporary roll, of which fact, he 
says, considerable capital had been 
made. He claims that he did not ask 
for an appointment until after tem- 
porary organization. A. H. Smith, the 
page, he says, came to him on the fol- 
lowing day and told him that he could 
not draw his pay without the recom- 
mendation of an Assemblyman, on 
which showing Mr. Belsfaw § stood 
sponsor for the boy. The Assemblyman 
has the following affidavit from the 
temporary page:

Measures Favorably Acted Upon in 
Committee.

THE WRIGHT LAW. 


Joint Session of House and Senate 
Irrigation Committee. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 21.—A joint ses- 
sion of the committees on irrigation 
was held in the Senate chamber tonight 
and there was a large crowd in attend- 
ance. It was expected that CC. C. 
Wright, the author of the famous irri- 
gation act, would be present, but he 
failed to put in an apearance. C. W. 
Eastin of Modesto addressed the com- 
mittee and read a voluminous docu- 
ment, containing a number of amend- 
ments to the Wright law. Among the 


amendments proposed by him were the 


following: 

None but property-owners shall vote 
on questions affecting an irrigation dis- 
trict; definitely extending the time for 
redemption; permitting directors to 
take up outstanding bonds and issue 
new ones in their stead in order to ex- 
tend the time for payment; prohibit- 
ing the inclusion, in the future, in ir- 
‘rigation districts, of city and town lots; 
providing that all property shall be as- 
sessed by the assessor according to 
the benefits derived from irrigation; de- 
ducting mortgages and assessing same 
to the holders; increasing the bonds 
of directors from $5000 to $25,000; pro- 
hibiting the sale of bonds below par 
and for anything but money except 
in cases of reissue. . 

George Maxwell, leader of the oppo- 
sition to the Wright law, spoke at con- 
siderable length against the law’ to 
which he said there should be amend- 
ments of a most drastic nature. T'n- 
der the present law, he said, bonds have 
been issued recklessly and without 
proper check. Of $8,000,000 bonds is- 
sued, $6,000,000 are in litigation. While 
this is the case, he concluded, invest- 
ors will not look with favor on Irriga- 
tion bonds. 

Judge Waymire of Alameda and E. 
J. Hagen of Turlock spoke in favor of 
the Wright law, but said that amend- 
ments were necessary. Eastin offered 
his amendments to the committee, from 


which to draft a measure which would 


be practically a substitute for the 
Wright law. 

It was decided that the chairman of 
the Assembly Committee should. name 
five members and the chairman of the 
chairmen ex-officio 
Senate Committee, four who, with the 
two chairmen ex-officio, shall com- 
prise a committee to which all mat- 
ters pertaining to irrigation shall be 
referred, with the suggestion that they 
draft a measure remedying the defects 
in the Wright law. 


PUBLIC LAND COMMISSION. 


Representative Hermann Intro- 
duces an Irrigation Bill. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—Represen- 
tative Hermann of Oregon, chairman 
of the Committee on Irrigation of 
Arid Lands, has introduced a ‘bill em- 
bodying the recommendations made by 
the National Irrigation Congress re- 
cently held at Phoenix. The bill pro- 
vides for a public land commission to 
be composed of the Commissioner of 
the General Land Office, the director 
of the Geological Survey and three 
other persons to be appointed by the 
President, whose duty it shall be to 
cause to be made a survey and con- 
toured topographic map of the areas 
embracing the public lands on which 
shall be outlined the larger natural 
hydrographic basins, and the lands 
classified within each basin, according 
as they are most valuable for raising 
trees, for pasture and for agriculture. 
The water supply of each basin shall 
be ascertained at important points, the 
amount utilized for irrigation and wa- 
ter power, and the amount flowing to 
waste. The underground supply shall 
be ascertained as far as possible, and 
where necessary experimental wells 
shall be sunk to determine as to con- 
ditions and quantity of available wa- 
ter. The character and value of the 
timber within each basin shall be as- 
certained, and that which can be cut 


without iniuring the water supply. 
The areas which can be devoted to 


public grazing without damage to the 
trees and waters shall be ascertained. 
The commission shall, with the ap- 
proval of the Secretary. of the Inte- 
rior. make suitable regulations for the 
occupation and utilization of the pub- 
lic lands ‘within the powers granted 
the Secretary. Persons shall be ap- 
pointed whose duties it shall be to en- 
force the regulations of the commis- 
sion. made for the protection of for- 
ests, woodland, grazing lands and 
waters.

A Los Angeles man who has had 
some experience in military matters 
and who would be willing to take a 
hand fn Cuba’s struggle for liberty ad- 
dressed a letter to Joaquin Fortun, 
agent of the junta at Jacksonville, 
Fila., a short time ago, proffering his 
services under cértain conditions and 
asking what inducements were being 
offered for the enlistment of men id 
the Cuban: service. ‘He also acquainted 
Sefior Fortun of the escapades of one 
“Col.” Francis Nelson in this city and 
inquired whether “Col.” Nelson or any 
one else was authorized to enlist men 
or collect money here in the West for 
the insurgents. Sefior Fortun’s reply 
was received yesterday. It was in the 
form of a ciicular letter, accompanied 
by the following personal. note: 

“I can posi.ive'y affirm that in every 
case where money is demanded as a 
condition, there is fraud—and I. can 
likewise state that we are not recruit- 
ing men in any part of the country.” 

The circular, which is intended as a 
general reply to the numerous letters 
addressed to the junta proffering aid, 
reads as follows: 

JACKSONVILLE (Fia.,) Jan. 1, 1897. 
—To Our American Friends: Unable to 
answer separately each of the many 
hundreds of letters I receive from 
friends all over the United States, some 
seeking information as ‘to how to join 
the patriot army of Cuba, others ask- 
ing advice as to the most practical 
manner of aiding the noble cause of 
Cuba, I am forced to make the follow- 
ing suggestions, in a general way, to 


all sympathizers with Cuba’s heroic 


struggle for liberty: 

“First—Cuba, at present, does not 
need men, but money, arms, ammuni- 
tion and medical supplies. The patriot 
army is made up fully of 75,000 men, of 
whom more than half are unarmed.

GERMAN EMPEROR’S BOASTS. 


One of Them is the Honesty of His 
Officials. 


(Harper’s Weekly:) One boast the 
German is never weary of making In 
regard to his government as com- 
pared with that of the United States, 
namely, that the officials of the father- 
land are distinguished, if not for*en- 
terprise, at least for honesty. In the 
main ,this is true, but there are ex- 
ceptions. The late Chancellor Bis- 
marck had no sooner got his imperial 
machinery in running order, twenty- 
five years ago, than he introduced as 
part of his government one of the most 
odious features of Russia, namely, the 
secret political police. He set aside 
large sums of money with which to 
pay informers, spies, and a class of 
wretches, unknown in America, called 

nts provocateurs The business of 
these last gentlemen was to organize 
disturbances among Socialists, in order 
that the government might have an 
excuse for making arrests of such as 
the great Prime Minister was pleased 
to call “enemies of the empire,” or 
such as we would call enemies to the 
Bismarckian policy. 

The fruit which this tree has bcrne 
is very bitter. A recent trial in Ber- 
lin disclosed the painful f&ct that this 
secret police, intrusted with the mest 
delicate of all political tasks, has 
been using its powers for the purpose 
of advancing the interests of a court 
clique as opposed to the constitutional 
government of the country. Bribery, 
forgery, perjury, have been used in 
the hopes of damaging Baron Mars- 
chall. who is head of the German [For- 
eign Office and a man wholly above 
the vulgar intrigues that flourish in 
the atmosphere of a court But per- 
haps the saddest feature in the case is 
the side-light it throws upon the Ger- 
man press. Our own papers are not 
models of purity, but it would be d'iffi- 
cult to name a New York paper capa- 
ble of doing such dirty work as is ex- 
pected of so-called official and semi- 


official papers in the land of Schiller) 


When we in America 
read that the German press attacks 
this man or praises that one, it does 
not mean that the editors of these cif- 
ferent papers have reached an inde- 
pendent opinion in regard to their rela- 
‘tive merits, but it too frequently does 
mean that they have been ‘nstructed 
by the political police, or some cther 
organ of state, that they must say this, 
that, or the other. I doubt if in all 
Germany could be found three grat 
daily newspapers equal to the Staats-

of its own independent bias, whereas 
a hundred German papers will quote 
an abusive paragraph from the Staats- 
Zeitung merely because it.is sent to 
them by a press agent of the secret 
police. 
Making Young Trees Productive. 


[American Cultivator:] It is the nat- 
ural desire of every orchardist to get 
his trees into bearing condition as soon 
as possible. Few know how to do this.

Anderson and Melick made sim- 
ilar speeches and the friends of Duck- 
worth were obliged to succumb. Bel- 
shaw of Contra Costa, Melick of Lan- 
caster and Anderson of Suisun were ap- 
pointed a committee to notify Duck- 
worth that he must quit the office which 
he had disgraced, or he would be im- 
peached. A resolution was already in 
writing which called for his impeach- 
ment. At the time of sending this let-

impeached. The fight has now been 
transferred to the floor of the House, 
and the Democratic members, forgetful] 
of their share in the spoils, are burning 
for a chance to make capital. The 
swarthy Caminetti and the stalwart 
Shanahan will be heard from on that 
occasion, or I miss my guess. But the 
good work has been begun, let it go on. 

Kenyon’s Committee on Contested 
Elections has been in San Francisco 
since Friday investigating the case of 
Hoey vs. Power. There was a sentiment 
against junketing trips at the begin- 
ning of the session, and the commiitée- 
men studied whether to take the 
chances of being classed in the cate- 
gory of junketers, or summon witnesses 
from San Francisco to Sacramento. In- 
asmuch as one of the parties to the 
contest would require the presence of 
thirty-five witnesses and the other of 
seventeen, the committee decided it 
would effect a great saving to the 
State if they went to San Francisco 
themselves, which they did. Meantime 
“Uncle” Peter Bennett of Ventura wan- 
ders disconsolately about the halls 
where he was once a prominent figure 
because of his length, and exhorts the 
Southern California members to stand 
together for the honor of keeping Ven- 
tura county in the Republican column. 
Fusionist Thomas O. Toland’s plurality 
was only 67, but it is not on that point 
Mr. Bennett assails his works. He 
claims that Toland did not file a state- 
ment of his election expenses within 
the time prescribed by law, and he 
thinks he has a majority of the Con- 
tested Elections Committee on his side. 
Ex-Senator Orr of Ventura came up 
Sunday to act as counsel for Mr. Ben- 
nett, but the absence of the committee 
has delayed the ee 

Capt. John Cross of the Assembly 
Military Affairs Committee Tuesday 
had a conference with Adjt-Gen. Bar- 
rett in regard to amendments to the 
code relating to the National Guard. 
The Times correspondent had a talk 
with Brig.-Gen. Last in Los Angeles 
not long ago in which the latter spoke 
of the need of artillery for Southern 
California. 

There is not a battery in the whole 
southern country, and in event of se- 
rious trouble on an occasion like the 
great railroad strike of 1894 the militia 
would have to rely wholly on infan- 
try tactics. It is Gen. Last’s opinion 
that by united action, assisted by Sen- 
ator White and the California delega- 
tion in Congress, an order can be ob- 
tained from the Secretary of War re- 
quiring the ordnance officer on the 
Coast to turn over to the militiamen a 
number of field guns. A battery of 
four one-pounders, which Last favors 
as being more generally useful, would 
coast $30,000, and in the present state 
of the public mind in regard to econ- 
omy it is doubtful if a bill containing 
such an appropriation would be 
favored. Adjt.-Gen. Barrett is in favor 
of locating a battery south of Te- 
hachepi, but Capt. Cross asks if the

A batch of injured guardsmen were 
before the Senate Committee on Claims 
Monday arguing through counsel for 
amounts aggregating $30,000.

Both men were new to this form of 
contest and so their bicycles had to be 
steadied on the rollers by attendants 
and yet Aldrich wobbled off twice, 
losing several seconds the first time 
and quitting the second time, having 
lost his nerve completely. Hatton 
slowed up generously each time and 
then kept on alone, finishing easily in 
2:20 which is very slow time for Hat- 
ton. 

‘Yesterday morning Walter F. Foster 
of San Francisco, the Coast champion, 
tried the Home Products racing ma- 
chine and made a half mile easily in 
0:53. He thought he could do the mile 
in 1:50 with no more work, and if his 
wheel were held steady for hard sprint- 
ing. he could beat 1:40. As Foster has

DIVORCED FROM POLITICS. 
Mining Exchange Starts Afresh in 
New Quarters. 

The Los Angeles Mining and Stock 
Exchange, which was started under fa- 
vorable auspices about a year ago. 
but came very near being wrecked 
by_ too close affiliation with the Re- 
publican Free Silver Club. has divorced 
itself from politics, moved into new 
quarters and is tak're 2 fresh start 

on its errand of usefulness. 

The old quarters on West Second 
street were shared with the Free Sil- 
ver Club, and the secretary of the ex- 
change, Frank J. Cooper, also acted as 
secretary of the political organization. 
The result was that the business of 
the Mining Exchange was almost en- 
tirely lost sight of @iring the excite- 
ment of the political campaign. In- 
stead of being headquarters for min- 
ing men, the exchange became a loaf- 
ing piace for pcliticians. 

Mr. Cooper has resigned as secretary 
of the exchange, and Dr. J. H. Bryant, 
a veteran mining man, has been elected 
as his successor. The new secretary 
hes issued the following circular to 
members of the exchange, which ex- 
plains itself: 

“The Los Angeles Mining and Stock

At the Courthouse the attempt of 
Barthelman’s attorneys to prove his 
insanity dragged on all day. The mo- 
notony was varied by a lively row in 
the corridor, in which a big woman 
brutally horsewhipped a little one and 
brought much future trouble on herself 
thereby. Department Six was taken 
up with a suit over a typewriter, and 
Department Three with trouble about a 
Sheriff's sale. Luchetti, Ashmead and 
Wilson were all sentenced to the pen- 
itentiary.

A COUPLE OF BILLS. FROM THE 
CITY ATTORNEY. 


The LegisInture Will Passa Upon 
Them Next Week—Refanding 


Bonds the Subject of the Most 
Important Measure. 


City Attorney Dunn yesterday mailed 
to Senator Sulla copies of two bills, 
which have been drawn by him, and to 
the passage of which by the Legisla- 
ture he intends devoting considerable 
attention next week. 

The more important of the meas- 
ures is an act by which cities 
other than those of the first class 
may refund their indebtedness and 
issue bonds therefor. The diffi- 
culties ‘which stood in the way 
of this city’s attempt to issue refund- 
ing bonds a year or more ago will be | 
remembered. The act prepared by 
City Attorney Dunn is intended to ob- 
viate these difficulties and is drawn in 

accordance with the Supreme Court's 
decision in the matter. 

Senator Bulla is to introduce this bill 
in the Senate and place it in proper 
hands in the Assembly. Mr. Dunn will 
leave for Sacramento next Wednesday, 
and by being thoroughly acquainted 
with the Legislature's proceedure in 
such matters, will dispose of them in 
a few days, so far as their considera- 
tion by committees is concerned. The 
bill as prepared by the City Attorney 
reads as follows: 

“An act authorizing the common coun- 
cil, board of trustees, or other gov- 
erning’ body of any incorporated city 
or town, other than cities of the 
first-class, to refund its indebtedness, 
to issue bonds therefor, and to pro- 
vide for the payment of the same. 

“The people of the State of California, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, 
do enact as follows: 

“Section 1. The common _ council, 
board of trustees, or other governing 
body of any incorporated city or town 
other than cities of the first class, in 
this State, having an outstanding in- 
debtedness evidenced by bonds or war- 
ramts thereof, is empowered, by a two- 
thirds vote of its numbar, to fund or 
refund the same and issue bonds of 
such city or town therefor, in sums of 
not less than $100, nor more than $1000 
each, and having mot more than forty 
years to run and bearing a rate of 
interest not exceeding 6 per cent. per 
annum, payable semi-annually; pro- 
vided, that no indebtedness shall be 
refunded at a higher rate of interest 
tham that borne by the original debt. 
Such bonds shall be of the character 
known as ‘serials,’ not less than one- 
fortieth of the principal being payable 
each year, together with the interest 
due on all sums unpaid. Principal and 
imterest on said bonds shall be pay- 
able in gold coin or other lawful money 
of the United States, as may be ex- 


Zz pressed in said bonds, at the office of 


the treasurer of said city or town. 
Said bonds shall be sdld_in the manner 
provided by such city council or other 
governing body, to the hichest bidder 
therefor, for not less than thei? face 
value, in the same character of money 
as that in which they are payable. 
such sale shall be 
placed in the treasury of such city or 
town to the credit of the ‘funding 
fund" and shall be applied only to re- 
funding the indebtedness for which 
said bonds were issued. Said trustees, 
or other governing body shall, at the 
time for fixing the general tax levy for 
each year, and in the same manner as 
such tax levy is made, levy and col- 
ject sufficient money to pay one-for- 
tieth part of the principal of said bonds 
issued under this act and also the an- 
nual interest upon the sums unpaid. 
“Sec. 2. Whenever eufficient money 
is in the funding fund, in the hands 
of the treasurer, to redeem one or 
more of the outstanding honds pro- 
posed to be refunded, he shall publish 
once a week for two weeks in some 
newspaper of general circulation pub- 
lished in such city or town, if there 
be any, a notice to the effect that he 
is prepared to pay such bond or bonds ' 
(giving the number thereof,) and if 
the same are not presented for re. 
demption within thirty days after the 
first publication of euch notice, the in- 
terest on such bonds will cease He 
shall, at the same time, deposit in the 
postoffice a copy of such notice, in- 
closed in a sealed envelope, with the 
postage paid thereon, addressed to the 
owner or owners of such bond or bonds 
at the postoffice address of such 
owner or owners, @s shown by the 
record thereof kept im the treasurer's 
office. If such bond or bonds are not

“Sec. 4. Chapter 82 of the statutes

This act shall take effect 
and bé in force immediately after its 
passage.” 

The second bill prepared by Mr. Dunn 
is intended to remedy a confusion of 
street nomenclature, caused by prop- 
erty-owners who, in platting a subdi- 
vision, give such names to the streets 
therein as occasionally duplicate other 
mames. The bill requires that the City 
Council be made cognizant of such 
platting before It is recorded, and 
reads as follows: 

“An acttoamend section2of an act 
entitled ‘An act requiring the record- 
ing of maps of cities, towns, additions 
to cities or towns, or subdivisions of

approved March 9, 1893, be and the 
same is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows: 
“Sec. 2. Such map or plat shall be 
acknowledged by the proprietor, or if 
any incorporated company, by the 
chief officer thereof, before some officer 
authorized by law to take the ac- 
knowledement of convevances of real 
estate: provided, that where such land 
so subdivided, or any portion thereof, 
is situated within the corporate lim- 
its of any incorporated city or town, 
then, and in that event, said map or 
plat shall be first submitted to the 
board of trustees, common council or 
other governing body of such city or 
town, and their approval of the same 
indorsed thereon before the same shall 
be entitled to be recorded. : 
“Sec. 3. This act shall take effect 
and be in force immediately after its 
passage.”

SOAKED IN TEARS. 


NIOBE WAS NOT IN IT WITH MUR- 
DERER BARTHELMAN., 


Witness After Witmess Testifies to 
His Distress of Mind—How He 


Loved His Wife Almost to Dis- 
traction, but not Quite. 


Barthelman’s line of defense was 
shown yesterday in its completeness, 
only a few unimportant witnesses re- 
maining to be examined today. As 
far as can be determined by the opin- 
ions and comments of men who have 
followed the case from a disinterested 
standpoint. the defense of temporary 
insanity is built upon very shifty sand, 
and has little chance of holding. The 
evidence yesterday was waterlogged 
with tears. After his domestic troubles 
began, Barthelman evidently neglected 
to follow the example of the discrowned 
king who, finding that overmuch Weep- 
ing impaired his digestion,made it a rule 
to weep over his misfortunes only three 
times a day, before meals. All the wa- 
ter which Barthelman’s head absorbed 
by his infant plunge into that bucket 
has evidently been Oozing from his eyes 
during the last seven months, and his 
prolonged lamentations over the cruelty 


of his wtte; t ear that

possible,” and the whole crowd reluc- 
tantly filed out. 

The proceedings were. opened with 
some argument as to the beat proofs of 
insanity, and then the deposition of 
Annie Barthelman was read. She de- 
pesed that her father was crasy “by 
spells” all his life, but that no attempt 
was made to put him in an tnsan* asy- 
lum, as no such thing existed in Ger- 
many. She also told of her brother 
John's eccentricities and of his many 
early misfortunes. His early dumping 
into the water bucket and subsequent 
‘tumble from the roof of the barn had 
apparently fastened the habit on him, 
for hie sister deposed that he fell from 
a chair or a table nearly every day, 
and also that when nine years old he 
had suffered from the painful and un- 
usual accident of being hit in the head 
with a snowball thrown by another 
bor 


William A. Baskwell was the first 
witness called to the stand. He testi- 
fied to long acquaintance with Barth- 
elman, and a good deal of associa- 
tion with him. The defendant was 
unmarried at the time. After his mar- 


of him. Early in the spring of 1896, 
after divorce proceedings had been 
commenced by his wife, Barthelman 
had been in the habit of coming to the 
witness with the story of his woes, 
during the recital of which he com- 
plained much and wept copiously. 

At this juncture the testimony was 
stopned while the attorneys exchanged 
opinions concerning the admission of 
hearsay evidence. Judge Smith took 
a hand by declaring that conversations 
might be detailed as evidence of the 
deferndant’s mental condition. 

Paskwell then went on to describe 
the severe fits of “the blues” which 
ha-1 afflicted Barthelman at this time. 
He did a great deal of crying, and 
complained constantly of his wife's 
unkind treatment of him. Tender de- 
fection and regret, according to this 
witness, seemed to be: the principal 
tone o7 his thoughts, and his principal 
comfort seemed to lie in the melan- 
choly joy of telling his friends all 
abot his troubles. Incidentally, he 
accured his wift of frivolous and un- 
worthy conduct, and of neglecting the 
child. When he had remonstrated with 
her, she had said: “Well, if you don't 
ilke it you know what you can do.” 

BRarthelman had told the witness that 
he had taken the baby out to drive 
one Cay, and that when he rtturned 
his w'ftce had moved all the furniture 
out cf the house, preparatory to leav- 
ing him. Later, after the divorce, 
Bartheiman became even more chroh- 
ically tear-soaked. He declared that 
he could so no business, for when 
he went into a house to sell a sewing 
machine he could not avoid telling the 
possible customer all about his 
troubles. This naturally made trade 
rather cull. 

The. witness finished his direct testi- 
mony by answering in the affirmative | 
to a question as to whether he thoucht 
that Barthelman was not responsible 
for his physical actions. Le Compte 
Davis then took up the tale, and the 
witness grew visibly embarrassed un- 
des the rapid fire of questions. It ap- 
peared that his judgment of the de- 
fendant’s insanity was based upon 
BRaithelman’s constant flodw of tears, 
the appeurance of his “glossy” eyes, 
and the way in which he made moan 
for his woes. 

The upshct of the cross-examination 
showed that the witness had frequently 
thourht Barthelman “a little off,” but 
it had never really occurred to him 
that the man was not responsible for 
his actione until the insanity theory 
was set up after the murder. The 
witness would certainly have held him 
acccunteble in any business transac- 
tion prior to that time. 

The attorney for the defense tried 
to save the pieces in redirect exami- 
nation. but with go marked success. 
The one new fact was developed t'iat 
Parthelman had for years been in the 
haiit of carrying a pistol. 

Mrs. Mary Weeks was called, and 
testified to having known Barthelman 
:or feven months or more. The _ de- 
fendant had had a room in her house. 
and lived there alone, save *that he 
someiimes had his little girl with him. 
He talked corstantly of his wife and 
child, expressing the deepest love for 
them, and his great desire to have 
p his wife again consent to ‘live with 
him. While talking of them his men- 
ner was invariably excited, and his 
eyes were usually tearful. He also 
coniplaitned frequently of pains in his 
heal, and the witness had comforted 
that suffering member with hot wa- 
tery and bandages. He was also in 
tne habit of soaking.the pillow with 
tears during the watches of the night, 
and of coming down in the morning 
with tear-swollen eyes a la Niobe. 

‘Mrs. Weeks had frequently thought 
Barthelinan not responsible for his ac- 
tions, and had remarked the same to 
her husband. Under cross-examina- 
tion, however, she admitted that, in 
all her conversations with Barthelman 
about his troubles, she had not thought 
of him as insane, and that she had 
rented his room to him as a reasoning 
and responsible person. His eyes had 
been swollei with tears when he came 
to rent the room, and were usually 
so. <A little discussion ensued as to 
the appearance of the defendant's eyes 
at the present time, during which the 
witness was invited to inspect those 
mournful optics, Barthelman  oblig- 
inziv raised them for examination, 
giving the witness a most heartrend- 
ing look that made her declare that. 
they were more swollen now than when 
he lived at her house. 

he keen and clever cross-examina- 
tion tore to ribbons the evidences of 
insanity, and considerably ruffled the 
temper of the witness. 
questions revealed that Barthelman 
had told Mrs. Weeks that his wife had 
obtained a divorce from him on the 
ground of extreme cruelty, such as 
knocking her down, cursing her, etc. He 
had omitted to tell her that he had 
expressed his overwhelming affection 
for his dear wife by spitting in her face, 
and that on one occasion he had pushed 
her into Kern River. 

F. F. Davis here rose to remonstrate, 
saying that this “harangue’’ from his 
opponent had gone on long enough. 
After some desultory scrapping which 
was quenched by the Judge, the ques- 
tioning wenton. One evidence of Bar- 
thelman’s insanity, in the mind of the 
witness, was his inability to sell sewing 
machines, and the complaint of the 
dull times. 

At last came the crucial test. The 
witness had battled bravely for the in- 
sanity plea, but when she was asked if 
she thought that Barthelman would 
shoot any one down without provoca- 
tion, she fell into the trap and an- 
swered, “No, certainly not.’ When the 
admission that Barthelman was re- 
sponsible for his acts was clinched and 
emphasized by the triumphant lawyer, 
she lost her temper completely and 
hastily asserted that Barthelman had 
had plenty of provocation for his deed. 

It was one of the most brilliant cross- 
examinations that had ever taken place 
in the court, and whispered comments 
of admiration heard among the by- 
standers attested their appreciation of 
the smoothness with which the dam- 
aging admissions were brought out in 
spite of all the efforts of the witness to 
steer clear of them, and the fire of ob- 
jections that was interposed.

| brooding over his miseries, Barthelman 
put in a good deal of time pacing up 
and down the back porch, and his fav- 
orite weeping-place seemed to be the 
dining-room sofa. Mrs. Miller had al- 
ways remonpstrated. with him, and had 
endeavored to soothe his wounded feel- 
ings. The paroxysms always came 
on after his visits to his wife. He also 
complained of the headache and of 
sleepleseAess, and was given fo rubbing 
his head and wringing his hands as he 
~wept.. He was rather an uncomfortable 
boarder and his little habit of shaking 
all over and dissolving into tears and 
sometimes moved the witness to wish 
that he would take his tears and tremb- 
lings elsewhere. 

His manner was no more excitable 
during the days that immediately pre- 
ceded the murder than at any other 
time, but it took the adroit questioning 
of the prosecuting attorney to bring 
this out in cross-examination. The 
principal evidence of his insanity, ac- 
cording to Mrs, Miller, lay in the fact 
that he would cry over the child when 
he took her in his arms. To this asser- 
tion the witness stuck with praiseworthy 
resolution, considering that. no other 
act of Barthelman ‘attested his lack 
of mental balance. He had never told 
the witness that he was engaged to 
another woman, and was hurrying up 
the divorce proceedings that he might 
marry her, but he had owned that he 
was going around with another woman. 

Le Compte Davis had a hard time 
with this witness when he endeavored 
to find out if she would have con- 


-sidered the defendant responsible if 


he. had committed any act of violence. 
To make it clear to her, he asked if 
she would have considered that Bar- 
thelman was crazy if he had, for in- 
stance, refused to pay her bill because 
the board was not fit to eat. The wit- 
ness replied with spirit that in such 
an event she would certainly have said 
he was crazy, and even the court 
joined in the general smile which 
attested the popular appreciation of 
one on Mr. Davis. 

Edward Reed, an employé of the 
Los Angeles Transfer Company, was 
then called. He was also a former 
friend and confidante of Barthelman’s, 
and had been wept over like the others. 
Barthelman had talked to the witness 
by the mile about his wife and child, 
and the witness was of the opinion 
that he was slightly ‘off,"’ although 
there had been nothing amiss with his 
looks or general behavior. 

Earl Vennum was thenext witness. He 
had met Barthelman last February, at 
his cousin’s house, where Barthelman 
then boarded. The testimony® was 
simply more talk of wife and child, 
more tears, and more all-around gloom. 
Barthelman’s feelings frequently over- 
came him at table, much to the dis- 
comfort of the others. The objection 
of the prosecuting attorneys to this 
class of testimony was sustained, and 
the court, ordered it all stricken out. 

F . Davis remarked, with ;some 

asperity, that if counsel were better 
informed on- the subject of melan- 
cholia, he would understand the posi- 
tion of the defense, to which his name- 
sake and opponent dryly retorted that 
he preferred to draw his information 
from other sources. me 
Both felt better after this little pas- 
sage at arms, and James Tobin was 
called. He testified simply to talk 
and tears.. 
Mrs. Pearl Vennum, Barthelman’s 
landlady, who had testified with great 
reluctance on the. side of the prose- 
cution, Was now called for the de- 
fense. She did even more to convict 
Barthelman than before, for, with flash- 
ing eyes, and. cheeks at which a cigar 
might have been lighted, she admittea 
fact after fact, under cross-examina- 
tion, that went to prove Barthelman’s 
perfect responsibility and consiousness 
of his crime. It was like drawing teeth, 
but it had to come, and the upshot of 
it was that Barthelman had come 
home the night of the murder and told 
her the .whole story: ~how he had 
written to make the appointment with 
his wife; how he had quarreled with 
her over the child, and how he had 
finally drawn his revolver and shot her. 
He also expressed much anxiety about 
the future of the child. 

As the knowledge of right and wrong 
is the crucial] test of insanity, Barthel- 
man’s confessions and regrets to Mrs. 
Vennum were long dwelt upon, and 
were made the subject of a. bitter 
contest. 

rs. M. Fowler was then called, and 
a species of rainbow brightened up her 
testimony, for it appeared that Bar- 
thelman sometimes indulged in a 
watery smile. He used to keep her 
sewing-machine in order, and he wept 
over that luckless bit of mechanism 
enough to rust it.

COLLINS DISCHARGED. 


DEMURRER SUSTAINED BY THE 
UNITED STATES COURT. 


Contractors Preparing to Bid on 
Additions to the Postofiice. 


Smuggler Sent to Jail for Three 
Montha. 


A decision on the demurrer filed in 
the case of John H. Collins was ren- 
dered yesterday. The demurrer was 
argued at some length last Monday. 
Collins is the man who was at one 
time a preacher in Los Angeles, and 
who afterward went to Fresno and en- 
gaged in the practice of law. While in 
the latter place he was brought to ac- 
count by the United States authorities, 
and escaped punishment for his actions 
through a mere legal technicality. He 
was indicted under section 5399 of the 
statutes, which makes it an offense to 
corruptly obstruct or impede the ad- 
ministration of justice in any court of 
the United States. 

The facts of the case were substan- 
tially these. A man by the name of 
Terry, an o)d and well-known resident 
of Fresno and a man of considerable 
property, had sent a letter through the 
mail to a woman with whom he had 
been living. B. T. Alford, United 
States deputy marshal located at 
Fresno, appeared before United States 
Commissioner Dante R. Prince and on 
his information and belief swore to a 
complaint charging Terry with deposit- 
ing in the United States Postoffice De- 
partment a certain lewd, obscene and 
lascivious letter. The letter mentioned 
in the complaint was the -letter from 
Terry to his mistress. 

The woman to whom the letter was 
addressed employed the quondam Rev. 
Colins to represent her interest in the 
matter. The case was set for examin- 
ation and a subpoena “duces tecum”’ 
was served on Collins commanding him 
to appear at the examination and 
bring with him the obscene letter pur- 
ported to be written by Terry. 

At the time avs for hearing the case 
Collins appeared and when called upon 
to produce the letter in question stated 
that he had lost it. According to the 
information furnished to the govern- 
ment, Collins had the letter all the 
time, and on the afternoon of the day 
of the examination the letter was sold 
by him to Terry for a*valuable consid- 
eration, and burned in his (Terry's) 
presence. A_ receipt for $20, the 
amount paid by Terry for the letter, 
was drawn up in Collins’s handwriting 
and has since fallen into the hands of 
the authorities, who still have it in 
their possession, 

Upon these facts Collins was indicted 
for corruptly impeding the administra- 
tion of justice, in that, having the let- 
ter in his possession, he failed to pro- 
duce the same before the commissioner 
and assigning as a reason therefor that 
he did not have the letter. 

The indictment set this forth, alleg- 
ing in accordance with the facts that 
the complaint sworn to by Alford 
against Terry was upon information 

belief only. ‘ 

— this indictment the defendant 
filed a demurrer and raised the point 
that a complaint filed on information 
and belief only does not give a com- 
mitting magistrate jurisdiction for any 
purpose whatsoever, and therefore 
United States Conimissioner Prince 
had no jurisdiction to issue a subpoena 
to John H. Collins. 

Judge Wellborn held that under the 
-statutes-of-the State of California this 
was true and that therefore Collins was 
not bound to obey the subpoena, and 
that his refusal to produce the letter 
in question, under the circumstances,

Sixteen Millions of Bonds Will Be

An Associated Press dispatch from 
New York says the board of directors 
of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
Railroad met today and voted to ac- 
cept the proposition that has been 
pending .for the acquirement of the 
first mortgage bonds of the western 
division of the Atlantic and Pacifie 
Railroad Company. 

These bonds amount in round num- 
bers to $16,000,000. The plan contem- 
plates the payment by the Atchison 
of 52% per cent. of the amount of the 
bonds in general mortgage fours of the 
Atchison, and 57% per, cent. in pre- 


ferred stock of the Atchison. This was | 


provided for in the plan of reorganiza- 
tion adopted by the Atchison in. 1895. 
It is also provided in the agreement 
that certain litigation instituted . by 
the Atlantic and Pacific against the 
Atchison shall be dropped. 

The foreign committee of the Atlantic 
and Pacific bondholders have already 
agreed to the proposition, and it only 
remains now that the New York com<

mittee is to meet on January 28. 

The western division of the Atlantic 
and Pacific extends from Albuquerque, 
to Mojave, Cal., 818 miles of 
single-track road.

The company now 
has a clear right-of-way as far -as

Vice-President Watt says that by 
the time the line to Bakersfield is com- 
plete the entire line from Stockton to 
that point will be bonded for $12,000 a 
mile. The line from Stockton to San 
Francisco, which will be a very costly 
piece of construction, will be bonded 
for a much larger amount.

TO REGULATE COMMERCIAL PA- 
PER. An act of Congress has been 
Suggested by G. C. Henning, president 
of the Traders’ National Bank of 
Washington, having for its object the 
regulation of commerce between the 
States. Mr. Henning thinks that such 
an act is entirely within the province 
of the national legislature. The pro- 
posed act is as follows: 

“That all drafts, checks and other 
bills of exchange drawn in any State 
or Territory, and payable in any other 
State or Territory, shall be deemed iIn- 
land bills of exchange, and protest 
thereof shall not be necessary to hold 
the drawers and indorsers thereon. 

“Section 2. That on all notes, drafts, 
checks, acceptances, bills of exchange, 
bonds and other evidences of indebted- 
ness, made, drawn or accepted by any 
person or corporation in any State or 
Territory, and payable or to be exe- 
cuted in any other State or Territory, 
and in which there may be no ex- 
pressed stipulation to the contrary, no 
grace, according to the custom of mer- 
chants, shall be allowed, but the same 
shall be due and payable as therein 
expressed, without grace. 

“Sec. 8. That the District of Co- 
lumbia shall be deemed a Territory 
within the meaning of this act. 

“Sec. 4. This act. shall g0 into 
effect in six months from its passage.” 


COMMERCIAL 


IMMENSE WOOL IMPORTS. It be- 
gins to look as if the wood-growers of 
the United States would have to wait 
some time before they profit by the 
protection which is to be expected from 
the new administration. According to 
eastern advices, the temptation to spec- 
ulate in imported wools, with a view to 
reaping the benefits of such an advance 
of price as must come through the 
restoration of wool duties, is so great 
that importers have been cabling to all 
parts of the world for large quantities 
of foreign wool. The American Econ- 
omist, of recent date, contained the fol- 
lowing interesting communication from 
a Philadelphia firm on this subject: 

“Some of the largest buyers have de- 
serted the American markets and are 
now in Europe. Broken tops, lap 
waste and all such forms of highly 
purified wools, are being gathered up 
on American orders all over Europe to 
such an extent as to have already 
caused a scarcity and raised the prices. 
The town of Mazamet in France, the 
principal seat of the European wool- 
scouring industry, within the short 
period of only about ten days sold to 
the United States between three and 
four million pounds of bleached scoured 
wool. This is equivalent to about fif- 
teen million pounds of American un- 
washed fleeces. It wuuld be four-fifths 
of the annual clip of Texas, one and 
one-third times the clip of Utah, three- 
fourths the clip of Montana and twice 
the clip of Colorado, This ten days’ 
purchase in one town (which is only a 
small fraction of that coming from 
other places) contains more scoured 
wool than the whole clip of Ohio. If 
the Dingley Bill should not pass as a 
‘stop gap’ this will be carried on to 
such an extent during the eight or ten 
months before a new tariff bill can be 
passed by an extra session of Congress 
that a four years’ wool supply may 
be imported in the interval. Such an 
oversupply would defeat the expecta- 
tions of wool-growers and lead to dis- 
appointment through the whole Mc- 
Kinley administration. None of these 
evil consequences to. wool-growers 
would have been felt if the group of 
silver Republican Senators, all of them 
representing wool-growing States, who 
defeated the Dingley Tariff Bill at 
the last session of Congress had used 
their votes to pass it. 

“At the London colonial wool auc- 
tions, which closed December 10, 22, 
bales were purchased for America, the 
most of which was Australian wool. 
The yield of scoured wool in this pur- 
chase is more than that of the entire 
wool clip of any American State, with 
the exception of eight. The wool pur- 
chased for America at this single auc- 
tion sale will produce more scoured 
wool than the whole annual wool clip 
of Utah or Michigan. It is over 68 per 
cent. of the clip of New Mexico, over 
. 67 per cent. of the clip of Texas, more 
than 62 per cent. of the clip of Oregon, 
over 57 per cent. of the clip of Ohio, 
and more than 53 per cent. of the clip 
of Montana. Unless the Dingley Bill 
should be passed as a check to this 
flood of imported wool, which now 
comes in free of duty, there will be 
three and possibly four more sales of 
wool at London before a new tariff law 
can be passed, even if an extra session 
is called for that purpose, and the pur- 
chases at the last sales may be ex- 
pected to be repeated at the subsequent 
ones. 

“The wool clips of Australia, South 
America and Cape of Good Hope will 
find their way to market between Jan- 
uary land July 1. Judging by the rate 
at which wool is being imported from 
all over the world American manufac-

I 
can find the veins, but don’t claim to 
know how to follow the veins under- 
ground so as to produce the ore econ- 
omically, and the man who don’t know 
how to do that has no business in.a 
mine. That is the mistake too many 
people make, when they invest their 
money in a prospect. They think be- 
cause a man has found a mine he is 
a smart fellow and knows all about 
mining, pine case 
where a prospector is p charge 
of a property he spoils the mine and 
runs the company into debt. Finding 
a vetn is very largely a matter of luck. 
I might find a big diamond, but when 
I wanted to cut it I would go to a 
lapidary, and it is the same thing with 
mining. Colorado miners stand at the 
head of the world, but as a rule they 
are not found among the genuine pros- 
pectors. We are all learning something 
about this now, and mines afe opened 
today in much better shape than they 
were twenty years ago. I am coming 
back in the spring and I am going to 
find a big mine and put it in shape for 
development. When I go to shipping 
ore I'll quit prospecting.”

A BRUTAL DEED. 


One Woman Horsewhips Another in 
the Court Corridors. 
“Take that—and that—and that!” 


gry woman as she plied a wicked-look- 
ing rawhide on the head and shoulders 
of a shrinking little creature who was 
as helpless as an infant in her_power- 
ful grasp. 

Men ran to the rescue from all di- 
rections, for the disgraceful scene took 
place in the corridor on the third floor 
of the Courthouse, and the jurors had 
just filed out of Department Two. The 
big woman let go her hold, and the 
little one fied sobbing into Judge 
Clark’s court for protection from her 
enemy, while the whole third floor 
hummed like a hive of bees with ex- 
cited people. 

It all grew out. of guardianship pro- 
ceedings which had just come up in 
Judge Clark's court concerning one 
Robert de Kersausson de Pennendreff, 
a French lad of 18, who has just come 
into possession of a small fortune. By 
the provisions of a French relative’s 
will the boy had been left an annuity 
of until he should come of age, 
when he should be given $5000 for a 
start in life. He had nominated for his 
guardian J. P. Goytino, owner of the 
French paper, Le Progés, and Goytino 
was duly appointed by order of the 
court, his bond being fixed at $2500. 

The frail little woman who had so 
startling an experience was Jeanne 
Trebaol, the boy’s married sister. She 
is the wife of Jean Trebaol, the former 
lessee and editor of Le Progrés, the 
paper owned by Goytino, and the pres- 
ent editor and publisher of his own 
paper, Le Francais. 

Mme. Trebaol has been greatly dis- 
tressed over her brother’s choice of a 
guardian. She asserts that the fact 
that Goytino had on hand a promissory 
note for $1875, which he made to his 
father-in-law, José Mascarel, in return 
for money advanced, and some other 
reasons best known to herself and her 
husband, had made her fearful that 
Goytino was not the best possible 
guardian of her young brother’s person 
and estate. She had opposed the boy’s 
fancy as far as she was able, and had 
gone to her mother, Mme. de Kersaus- 
son, to beg her to use her influence in 
preventing the appointment of Goytino. 

One consideration which had great 
value in the eyes of the devout little 
Catholic was the fact that Goytino and 
his wife had been married by the Jus- 
tice of the Peace, and not with the 
rites of the church. To Mme. Trebaol 
this was no marriage at all, and she 
dwelt upon this, among other things, in 
her enumeration to her mother of the 
reasons why Goytino was not, in her 


opinion, a fit guardian for the boy 
Robert. 
Mme. de Kersausson had simply 


laughed at her, and had told her that 
what she had heard against the Goy- 
tinos were “stories, all stories’’ Mme. 

rebaol was not satisfied, but she gave 
it up and determined only to use every 
effort to have Goytino made to give 
heavy bonds. 


were cited to appear yesterday in re- 
lation to the guardianship proceedings. 
Mme. Trebaol came to the Courthouse, 
and went to the door of Department 
Two. The courtroom was full of 
strangers, and she could see no one 
that she knew. Being a shy little body, 
and never in her life in a courtroom 
before, she did not venture in, but went 
back to the head of the stairs to wait 
for her husband. 

While she stood there, alone, the peo- 
ple came out of the courtroom, among 
them Goytino, his wife and the boy 
Robert. The Goytino woman rushed up 
to Mme. Trebaol and roughly asked her 
what she was doing there. Mme. 
Trebaol tried to explain, but before she 
could frame the words, the virago drew 
out the whip with which she had evi- 
dently come prepared, and slashed the 
poor ,little woman violently before 
she could break away from her hold. 

Mme. Trebaol took refuge in Judge 
Clark’s court, and was advised by that 
dignitary to lodge a complaint with 
the District Attorney. M. Trebaol came 
in just then, and accompanied his wife 
and Deputy Sheriff upstairs. 

There they told the story of the out- 
rage to Chief Deputy District Attorney 
Holton, who promptly issued a eom- 
plaint against Constance Goytino for 
assault, and sent them down to swear 
to it before Justice Morrison. 

In the afternoon, M. and Mme. 
Trebaol returned to the District Attor- 
ney’s office to make affidavit as to the 
citation by Judge Clark. The fact that 
this was issued will probably involve 


contempt of court, as well as assault. 

Mme. Trebaol is greatly shaken by 
the assault made upon her. She is a 
weak little scrap of a woman, and in 
delicate health, so that the outrage is 
doubly atrocious, and may have serious 
results.

Notwithstanding the gravity of their 
offense some extenuating circumstances 
appeared. So far as known neither of 
them thad ever before been convicted 
of a crime nor could it be proven that 
in this instance they were guilty of 
any positive criminal intent. Their 
youth also appealed strongly to the 
sympathy of the court and they were 
therefore allowed to go upon payment 
of a $5 fine. In the hope that this ex- 
perience may prove a warning which 
will. lead them to see the error of 
their ways, and out-of regard for their 
friends and families, the’ names of

SANTA MONICA. 


Slim Chance for Getting New Char- 
ter—Seaman Injured. 


SANTA MONICA, Jan. 21.—(Regular 
Correspondence.) The fact that the 
population of the town has crept above 
the 3000 mark not infrequently raises 
the question of a new charter. The 
clty is at present incorporated as one 
of the sixth class and as such is gov- 
ermed by that portion of the State 
law, which serves as a uniform char- 
ter for all cities of that class. Such 
a charter has its disadvantages be- 
cause the needs of different towns are 
unlike. For instance, Ganta Monica 
has its waterfront and Pasadena has 
not. Badh may n special provi- 
sions in its organic law that the other 
does not require. Yet both now have 
the same charter. ‘ 

But any endeavor in the way of im- 


provement #n this line meets a serious 
obstacle. The State pro- 
vides that cities having less than 3000 


Ppepulation shal] be governed by a gen- 
eral law, thus permitting cities having 
more than ‘that population to have 
special charters. But a careful search 
of the statutes has failed to discover 
any means of officially determining the 
population for a case of this sort and 
it seems to be doubtful whether it 
would not be necessary to Ww until 
the next Federal census. Then again, 
if this question be disposed of, there 
appears to be much doubt as to the 
proceedure necessary to adopt a new 
charter. 

Unofficially it is known the _ city’s 
population exceeds 3000, for a complete 
census was taken by School Census 
Marshal Lowman last spring and it 
was found then to lack only sixty or 
seventy of the figure given. The in- 
crease in population since that time 
would more than make up the defi- 


ciency. 
A SEAMAN HURT. 


Bric Matson, a sailor on the collier 
Peter Jebsen, was hurt by an acci- 
dent while aboard that vessel, this 
morning. The vessel is moored at 
ithe Southern Pacific wharf at Port 
Los Angeles, and is discharging coal.

SAN DIEGO, Jan. 21.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The preliminary exami- 
nation of Sam Black, for the murder 
of John Patterson at National City on 
the night of December 23, was begun 
yesterday before Judge Bryan. 

A. C. Copeland, a brother-in-law of 
Patterson, testified that he engaged 
Patterson to go to the orchard to watch 
it. Dr. H. E. Platt; who held the post- 
mortem examination, told how the vic- 
tim came to his death. M.A. Baird and 


| Coroner Johnson related how Patterson 


was found, and testified as to the tes- 
timony before the Coroner’s jury. 

Black’s companion on the night of 
the murder was then called to the 
stand, and, while in the main, he re- 
iterated his confession made before the 
Cononer’s jury, yet he gave evidence 
of having been talked to, or else he has 
a remarkably poor memory, Mitten’s 
statement on the stand yesterday was 
different from his confession, in that 
he now states he did not say, or was 
mistaken when he did say, that Black 
told him after the murder, “I hope to 
God I have killed the man.” This was 
the principal point on which the prose- 
cution hinged its case. Mitten was 
closely questioned by Attorney James 
S. Callen, for the defense, who dealt 
upon the fact that Mitten was not un- 
der arrest, and Mitten was asked 
whether or not he had been promised 
immunity, if he would stick to his 
original story. Mitten denied this, but 
said he understood he was not to be 
put under arrest. The examination wilil 
be concluded this morning.

THE SANTA ANA CHAMBER OF 
COMMERCE SETS TO WORK. 


Starts Out with New Eumergy and 
Promises Great Things—Att pts 


to Take His Life, but is Pr 
vented—Two Boys Ruan Away 
from Home—News Notes. 


SANTA ANA, Jan. 21.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The new board of di- 
rectors of the Chamber of Commerce 
of this city have taken the bit in their 
teeth, so to speak, and: Is_ stirring 
things up in general in the valley. From 
present indications the ensuing year 
will witness many important meas- 
urés that will have been brought about 
by the enthusiastic work of that or- 
ganization. 

A meeting of the directors was held 
Wednesday evening in the rooms of 
the McFadden Block and the subject 
of a public park was brought up. The 
Committe on Parks, Messrs. Edgar and 
Smith, reported that they had four lo- 
cations in view, but that propositions 
had not been yet received from them 
all. The locations are as follows: The 
Harlan tract on East Fourth street, 
between the business portion of the 
city and the railway depots; a block 
of land in the Paimer tract south of 
the city, at the corner of First and 
West streets; the Lacy block on East 
Fourth street. opposite the Harlan 
tract, and six acres of land belonging 
to the Southern Pacific near the old 
Southern Pacific depot that is gener- 
ally used as circus grounds. The lat- 
ter place can, the committee reports, 
be purchased cheaper than any of the 
other locations. After considerable 
discussion over the different locations 
two more members were added to the 
committee, Messrs. George W. Minter 
and C. E. Parker. The opening of a 
direct road to the Placentia country 
from this city was brought up. .It was 
stated that the residents of that sec- 
tion of country could not get to Santa 
Ana without going by way of either 
Anaheim or Orange, each being a cir- 
cuitous route, and the Chamber of 
Commerce thought.it would be advis- 
able to ‘havea more direct route to the 
county seat. A committee consisting of 
J. C. Joplin and E. A. White was ap- 
pointed to take this matter up and see 
what could be done with reference to 
the more direct route. 

Director E. B. Smith presented a rough 
draft of a resolution that brought out 
a deal of favorable comment, and the 
president appointed a committee, con- 
sisting of Messrs. Smith and E. A. 
White, to prepare the resolution in 
full and present the same to the board 
for their siznatures. The resolution 
was in reference to the efforts of As- 
semblyman Chynoweth, who has intro- 
duced a bill in the present session of 
the State Legislature to reduce the 
Salaries of county officials in counties 
of the twenty-fourth class, sanction- 
ing the work he is doing on this line 
and urging him to push the Dill 
through.

WATER QUESTION. 


Electric Cara Will Run Throughout 
the Entire Street Railway Sys- 
tem Shortly and the Mules Must 
Go—Burgliary at Los Alamos—No 
Captare Made.

SANTA BARBARA, Jan. 21.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) The Common 
Council met this afternoon, and the 
spitting-reform ordinance passed its 
final reading. When the ordinance 
came up for congideration at the last 
meeting, it was supposed that it would 
be rushed through under suspension 
of rules, but umexpected opposition was 
encountered. Councilman Caesar Lat- 
taillade objected to it because thelaw 
would not be enforced. Councilman 
Welch thought that, while it might be 
a dangerous practice to throw orange 
peel on the walks, he never knew of 
any one being hurt through promiscu- 
ous expectoration. Both members went 
over to the majority at this meeting, 
however, and the ordinance was finally 
passed, unanimously. 

Supervisor W. A. Hayne, Jr., af 
Montecito, asked the Council to pro- 
vide for the repair of ‘the new boule- 
vard extension, stating that recent 
rains had badly washed the roadbed, 
and, unless some steps were taken it 
would be in very bad condition before 
the end of the winter. The matter was 
referred to the Street Superintendent 
and City Engineer, with power to act. 

Reports of the two water companies 
were read. The-Santa Barbara Water 
Company reports their revenue from 
consumers for the year 1896, as amount- 
ing to $27,817.47; from rent .of land, 
$190. The expenses of the company are 
given as follows: Salaries, $4940; other 
operating expenses, $4608.70; repairs, 
$197.68. Construction account, includ- 
ing preparatory work, in the Juneal 
district, $10,597.33; ‘interest on loans, 
$2405.90. The Southwest Side Water 
Company reports revenue, $1552.80; ex- 
penses, $1858. The reports were referred 
to the Committee on Fire, Gas and 
Water, and rates will be fixed at the 
February meeting. 

A petition, signed by many names, 
was read, asking the Council to ap- 
propriate $5 per month for the winding 
of the old town clock. The petition 
was referred to a committee, and it 
is understood that the clock will be 
started again within a few days. 

An ordinance was passed prohibit- 
ing vehicles for public hire standing 
on the streets unless with the written 
consent of the property-owner or ten- 
ant in front of whose place the vehicle 
wishes to stand. 

A special meeting will be held on 
Saturday, January 30, at which time 
the Council will consider matters rela- 
tive to the new water system. 


A GASOLINE STOVE EXPLODES. 


The explosion of a gasoline stove in 
the San Francisco lunch house and 
saloon on West Cota street at il 
o’clock today threatened a destructive 
fire in a quarter where much damage 
could have resulted. The fire was soon 
under control, and the services of the 
department were not needed.

RIVERSIDE COUNTY. 


THE COUNTY HAS OUTGROW) ITS 
CLASSIFICATION. 


School Census as a Basis for a 
Change—A Delicate Water 
 Problem—Ramors of a Repub- 
lican Newspaper to He Started. 


RIVERSIDE, Jan. 21.-(Regular Cor- 
réspondence.) There seems to be no 
doubt that the classication of this 
county is ai decided misfit. When the 
county was created, the commissioners 
placed it in the twenty-fourth class 
with Orange county, taking the census 
of 1890 as a basis. Now the situation 
is that Orange county is making an 
(ifort to cut down the county expenses, 
while in this county the allowance of 
the law is found entirely inadequate 
to meet the unavoidable expenses, us 
the pepulation here is greater and the 
number of school districts, and acre- 
age of land far in excess of that» of 
Urange county. It is manifestly im- 
possible for the two countics 
governed on the same basis wher: the 
conditions are so different. 

It has been proposed to raise the 
classification of the county to the thir- 
teenth class, and this raises the ques- 
tion whether any other basis of action 
can be taken than the census of 1890. 
When the. area’ of San Bernardino 
county was decreased by the creation 
of Riverside county, the Supervisors 
of the former county made a reclassi- 
fication, under the provisions of law, 
in which the same question was raised. 
The Supervisors took the school] census, 
the total vote of the county and other 
similar evidence to determine the pop- 
ulation of the county at that time, 
taking that evidence as the sole basis 
for the classification of the county. 
The legality of the act was tested in 
the Supreme Court, and that body sus- 
teined the action of the Supervisors. 
The Supervisors only have the power 
to reclassify in cases where the popu- 
lation is reduced by the creation of a 
new county, but if the school census 
and voting strength of the county is 
a good basis for Supervisors to act 
on, it certainly is for the Legislature. 

There can be no question that River- 
side county thas grown vastly in popu- 
lation since 1890, and it is not to be 
wondered at that a county government, 
based on the population of the county 
seven years ago, is entirely 4nadequate 
to meet present requirements. But 
there is data available for figuring out 
the exact classification to which this 
county is entitled, and there is little 
doubt it will be properly pre- 
sented ta the Supreme Court. 

NEWSPAPER RUMORS. 

There are many rumors afloat regard- 
ing. the starting of a Republican daily 
paper in town. In fact, during the late 
campaign the leading Republicans com- 
plained of the half-hearted support 
given by the Press, and ever since they 
have been willing to give encourage- 
ment to any project looking to start- 
ing a straight Republican organ, The 
feeling has been growing that the Press 
| was falling a victim to the seductive 
‘influence of the Populist pie counter 
at the Courthouse. 

It #s now reported that a number of 
leading Republicans of this city, A. G. 
Munn, of the San Jacinto Register, and 
Joe Kerr, of the Hemet News, are to 
revive the Daily News and run it on 
straight Republican lines. 

Then comes a New York newspaper 
man by the name of Thaxter, who says 
he has $10,000 to put imto a Republican 


paper here, providing local men will® 


put in $5000, and the claims to have 
had a conference with five of the lead 
ing citizens and to have received con- 
siderable encouragement. 

As Riverside is overwhelmingly Re- 
publican, it would seem it was a good 
field for a newspaper run in the in- 
terest of that partly. 

A WATER QUESTION. 

The Supervisors will soon have a 
water-rate problem with some delicate 
points laid before them. The Alessan- 
dro and Perris irrigation districts have 
men at work estimating the value of 
the Bear Valley Company’s system in 
use for serving those districts with 
water, with the intention of asking the 
Supervisors to determine what water 
rates must be paid. The Supervisors, 
under Judge Ross's decision, will un- 
doubtedly aim to fix a rate which will 
give the Bear Valley Company 6 per 
cent. interest on the money invested, 
for the service. But how much is in- 
vested? It is claimed that the Bear 
Valley works have been partially con- 
structed with a view to serving 10,000 
inches, but the company serves but 
about 900 inches. The districts will 
therefore contend that they should pay 
interest on but 9-100 of the value of 
the plant, claiming that they ought not 
to pay interest on the dead capital 
locked up in an unfinished project, but 
only on that portion of the cost of the 
plant utilized. 

The question involved is a delicate 
one and its decision will affect the dis- 
tricts and the Bear Valley Company 
to the extent of thousands of dollars 
per year.

ACTION OF TAXPAYERS LEAGUB 
_ KNOCKED OVER. 


- 


A Small Minority of a Committee 
Overthrows the Acts of a Fall 
Committee—The Délicate Handi- 
work of Shrewd Politicians Re- 
vealed—News Notes. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Jan. 21.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) There is war in 
the ranks of the Non-Partisan Tax- 
payers’ League. Somedayssince eleven 
of the thirteen members of the Exec- 
utive Committee of that organiation a5s- 
sembled for the purpose of deciding on 
a schedule of salaries for the county 
officers. After considerable discussion, 
a schedule was prepared and vpud- 
lished. Under the constitution, the 
Executive Committee has the power 
to act for the league, and five merm- 
bers constitute a quorum of the Exec- 
utive Committee. Yesterday six mem- 
bers of the committee got together, 
without giving other members due n>- 
tice of the meeting, and amended ihe 
schedule adopted by eleven members 
Those present at the meeting were 
John Anderson, president; J. N. Victor. 
Seth Marshall, A. L. Wright, Dr. Hur- 
ley and P. B. Hockaday. It is said 
that, President Anderson being in the 
chair, there were but five votes to be 
cast, and that the change in the sched- 
ule was made by the votes of but three 
men, Messrs. Victor, Marshall and 
Wright. 

Members of the Executive Commit- 
tee who were not summoned to the 
meeting express surprise that three 
members of a committee of thirteen 
should assume to overthrow an im- 
portant decision rendered by.a meeting 
of eleven members. 

The principal change made yester- 
day at the impromptu meeting was 
changing the proposed salary of the 
assessor from $2800 per year to $3600, 
though a number of minor changes 
were made. It is said that the reason 
for making the changes was that Mr. 
Marshall had made a careful investiga- 
tion of the assessor's office and had 
found that it would be impossible to 
conduct the business of the office on 
the proposed salary. 

While there is considerable criticism 
of the methods pursued in this coup 
d’etat to annul the action of the com- 
mittee by a mere fraction of the com- 
mittee, the feeling has existed that the 
league was vulnerable. It does not ap- 
pear that the various office-holders of 
the county were given a hearing by the 
league or any information sbove street 
rumors was at hand in fixing the sched- 
ule df proposed salaries. Instead of the 
proposed salaries being adjusted in ac- 
cordance with intimate knowledge of 
the requirements of the offices, a sort 
of catch-as-catch-can policy was re- 
sorted to. 

Under the circumstances, there is a 
marked division of sentiment regard- 
ing the proposed charges, and it seems 
improbable that united action can be 
secured to bring about changes at the 
present session. | 

Assemblyman Goff was at once noti- 
fied of the action of yesterday’s meet- 
ing, but whether he will be governed 
by that action or will adhere to in- 
structions from the full committee or 
will drop the matter entirely, awaits to 
be seen.

EASTERN BUYERS CAREFUL 
ABOUT INVESTING. 


The New City Ordinance Establish- 
ing a Limit for the Boring of 
Oil Wells, 


ABOUT STREET PAVEMENTS. 


MUD, EUCALYPTUS BLOCKS AND 
ASPHALTUM.

The local real estate market still 
continues quiet, without any note- 
worthy changes since the last report. 
There are many inquiries from eastern 
people for property, but comparatively 
few trades are made, and many of the 
dealers express some disappointment, 
stating that the business conducted 
thus far has not come up to their ex-, 
pectations. 

It is now ten years since great ex- 
pectations have been built up every 
spring on the business that would be 
done in the opening months of the year 


with new arrivals from the East. As 
@ rule, these expectations have not 
been fulfilled—or only partially  ful- 


filled. The fact is that as The Times 
has previously pointed out, the Los 
Angeles real estate market no longer 
depends for its activity on the trade 
of a few months in the spring, the 
business being more or less distributed 
throughout the year. Many of those 
who come from the East in the spring, 
with the view of purchasing property 
here, wisely made up their minds to 
stay and make a thorough inspection 
of the situation before they invest 
their money. In this way, it often 
happens that people who come here 
with a view of settling, and purchasing 
property soon after New Year's do not 
invest their money until late in the 
summer or fall. in some cases these 
people stay here a year or more be- 
fore they pick out a home. The resuli 
of this course is better, both for the 
buyer and the real estate agent. On 
the one hand, a buyer f8 more apt to 
be satisfied with his selection, and on 
the other hand, the real estate busi- 
ness of the year is more distributed 
over the twelve months, instead of com- 
ing with a rush in the first two or three 
months of the year. 

The adoption of the new charter 
would doubtless have had the effect of 
stimulating real estate investment as 
it tended toward a decrease of tax- 
ation. 

RESTRICTING THE OIL WELLS. 

The strong opposition which devel- 
oped among property-owners in the 
Westlake Park region to the further 
inroads of the oil men in that section, 
to which reference has been made in 
this department during the past few 
weeks, took the shape of an ordinance 
restrictimg the boring of wells within 
2000 feet ‘of a public park, which was 
presented to the Council for its ap- 
proval. 

To those who are acquainted with 
the oil situation in the city, it was 
evident that such an ordinance as this 
would meet with the strongest kind of 
opposition from the oil men, as, indeed, 
it should have done. Such an ordinanve 
would have covered the territory be- 
tween Court and Temple streets, in 
which there are a score or more of 
producing wells. Not only this, but 
the territory there is now of more 
value for oil than for residence pur- 
poses, so that it would have been a 
hardship, not only on oil men who might 
wish to lease land, but also upon prop- 
erty-owners Who would neither be able 
to use their land for residence pur- 
poses or for oil.. 

Then, again, the 2000-foot limit would 
have covered the ‘,territory the- 
neighborhood of College and Adobe 
streets, where Maier and Zobelein have 
developed oil in paying quantities. In 
that section there are no improvements 
of great value, and there would be no 
complaint against boring for oil, but 
rather the opposite. 

These facts were recognized by those 
who urge the restrictive measure, and 
a new ordinance was prepared, which 
Was passed by the Council on Tuesday. 
This ordinance fdrbids the drilling or 
operation of oil wells within 1800 feet 
of the exterior boundaries of any pub- 
lic park in the city, except Elysian 
and Echo parks, around which parks 
the boundaries are fixed at 800 feet. 

This is a far more satisfactory or- 
dinance, and will work little harship to 
the oil industry. .The 1800-foot limit 
from Westlake Park extends in an 
easterly direction about as far as Union 
avenue; in a northeasterly direction 
to Ocean View avenue, taking in all 
of the old and new Nob Hill tract, 
extending to the city limits on the west: 
almost to Tenth street on the south, 
and on the southeast to Ninth street, 
including all of the Bonnie Brae tract, 
where there are a large number of fine 
residences. 

The 800 feet from the Echo Park ex- 
tends about one block beyond Temple 
street on the south; to Edgeware Road 
on the east, and about to the corner of 
— and Brent streets on the south- 
east. 

The 800-foot limit from Elysian Park 
extends on the south to a line about 
half a block north of College street, so 
that it does not interfere with the wells 
near College and Adobe streets. 

While the ordinance is, as stated. 
much more satisfactory than the one 
first proposed, it is still far from per- 
fect, as it does not protect many resi- 
dence sections of the city that are nos 
within 1800 feet of a park. It is true 
that no indications of oi! have yet been 
discovered in the southwestern part of 
the city, but there are some who believe 
that it is only a question of boring to 
an extra depth there, in order to de- 
velop oil. Should any effort be made 
the City Council would doubtless take 
steps to extend the protected territory. 

There is still plenty of ground left 
within the city in which oil boring may 
be carried on. The Times has, from the 
beginning, been a stalwart and consis- 
tent friend of the oil industry in Los 
Angeles, but the oil men must under- 
stand that owners of fine residence 
property, and those who have built ex- 
pensive homes, have also some rights 
that should-be protected. Where the 
improvements in a given territory are 
out of all proportion in value to the 
este that could be derived from oj] 

ng. it is only just that restrictive

few who have made money out of oil 
boring. The reason is that wells have 
been sunk so absurdly close together 
that they have quickly drained the oil 
deposit, leaving little margin for profit 
over the cost of drilling, and in some 
cases, while the oil was selling at a 
very low price, leaving a margin on 
the wrong side of the ledger. If about 
one well had been sunk to the acre. in- 
stead of from ten tortwenty, the oil men 
would have all made money, and the 
same amount of oil would have been 
developed, although it would have 
taken more years to exhaust the sup- 
ply. This course, however, was im- 
practicable, for the reason that the ter- 
ritory is all cut up into small lots. 
When a man sank a well on his lot, his 
neighbors on each side were naturally 
anxious to sink also, and tap the oil 
deposit before it was exhausted. The 
lesson of it all is that the porfitable 
end of the local oil business lies in 
the organization of companies with suf- 
ficient capital to bond acreage in the 
neighborhood of the city, and thor- 
oughly exploit these sections in which 
there are good indications of oil. Then, 
when oil is struck, just enough wells 
can bé drilled to develop the deposit in 
an economical, business-like manner. 
Meantime, it would pay owners of ad- 
jacent lots within the oil-boring region 
of the city to club together and put 
down one well in the center of their 
property, sharing the expense and the 
receipts, instead of each man sinking 
from one to four wells on his lot. 
WESTLAKE CAR LINE. 

About six months ago the Los An- 
geles Railway Company obtained a 
franchise for the extension of its line 
on Seventh street, from Alvarado to 
Rampart street, west of Westlake Park. 
Property-owners assisted the company 
in obtaining the franchise, on the un- 
derstanding that work on the line was 
to be commenced at once. They state 
that the compauy promised Mayor 
Rader there would be no delay, and it 
was only under this stipulation that 
he signed the ordinance. Now, six 
months have elapsed, and nothing has 
been done. 

This matter of obtaining franchises 
from the city, for little or no consid€r- 
ation, and then not building a road, 
has been far too common in the past. 
Ry aid of a complacent Council, it is 
the easiest thing in the world for a 
street car company to obstruct compe- 
tition in this manner, by tying up the 
streets. The statute which allows com- 
panies eighteen months’ time in which 
to build a road should be modified, so 
that only companies which really mean 
business could obtain franchises. It is 
bad enough that the city should have 
beén giving away such valuable fran- 
chises for nothf{g, or next to nothing, 
and the least that can be asked in re- 
turn for such generosity is that the 
companies shall carry out the improve- 
ments they agree to make 

CAHUENGA VALLEY. 


Quite a number of people have driven 
out into the foothills of the Cahuenga 
during. the past few weeks, to look at 
the new park site. The new park has 
already proved to be a good advertise- 
ment for that attractive section, and 
many improvements are already spoken 
of. Among other things, there is a ru- 
mor about the erection of a big tour- 
st hotel In 
park. There are several excellent sites 
for such a building in that section, 
commanding wide views of the sur- 
rounding eountry, and in a section that 
is almost éntirely frostless 

SALE ON FIRST STREET. 

The recent sale of the property on 
First street, adjoining The Times 
building on the east, by Judge O. Je- 
rome Flagg of New Orleans, for $30,000 
shows that the value of property: in 
this section of the city is holding its 
own. The lot is 40 feet front by only 
90 feet deep, the improvements consist- 
ing of a three-story brick building anda 


basement. not of very great value. As

The Times recently mentioned, several 
lawyers and others who some time ago 
moved into the large plocks around 
Third street have found it Inconvenient 
to be so far from the Courthouse. and 
have moved up north again.

PROPERTY-OWNERS AS&S- 
PHALT. 


In the case of James E. Rhodes et 
al. vs. the Board of Public Works, 
Denver, Colo., to determine whether or 
not citizens have the right to demand 
in the asphalt paving for which they 
are assessed a certain kind of asphalt, 
a resolution was passed by the Board 
of Public Works asking the Court of 
Appeais for an early decision, so that 
whatever weak provisions there may be 
in controversy between the contest- 
ants in the case may be remedied by 
the next Legislature. The citizens of 
Pennsylvania avenue wanted Trinidad 
Lake asphalt on their thoroughfare, 
but their petition was ignored by the 
Board of Public Works, which resulted 
in the institutions of proceedings 
against the board. The preamble of the 
resolution passed by the board recites 
that the public improvements are in- 
volved in the early settlement of the 
dispute, which has hindered the board's 
progress with undertakings of vast pub- 
lic importance. 

BIG PRICE FOR A BUILDING. 

What is said to have been the high- 
est price ever paid for a building in 
New York was that bid by a syndicate 
for a fifteen-story sky-scraper at the 
corner of Nassau and Liberty streets, 
which was recently sold for $2,058,291. 
The Real Estate Guide says: 

“This building, though of massive and 


thorough construction, and located on | 


one of the best corners for an office 
building in the city, has been an un- 
lucky venture for the builders from 
the beginning. The syndicate by which 
it was erected was made up mainly of 
the architect and principal contractors 
and supply men. They were beset and 
afflicted with strikes during the prog- 
ress of construction to such an. extent 
that the building was not finished in 
time for the renting season last spring, 
and the owners therefore missed sub- 
stantially an entire year’s income. 

“The interest charges and operating 
expenses have accumulated upon them 
because of this, so that the cost of the 
property, it is said, was somewhat over 
$2,400,000. It was sold under a fourth 
mortgage, given to.secure balances due: 
to contractors, material men, and the 
architect.” 

SECOND-STREET HILL. 

Every mile of street that is craded 
in the hill section increases the flow 
of water into the lower part of town 
after a rain. One of the streets that 
then becomes something like a mour- 
tain torrent is Second-street hill, which 


on the top of the hill, only to be 
washed down again after a rain, chok- 
ing up the thoroughfares below. The 
property-owners in the neighborhood 
are loud in their demand that this

EUCALYPTUS PAVEMENT. 


While on the subject of street paving, 
it should be mentioned that eucalyptus 
paving, regarding which there has 
been much talk in San Francisco dur- 
ing the past year, is said to have 
proved a failure in New York. The New 
York Herald says: 


between Broadway and Fifth avenue 
as an. experiment a year ago, bas 
proven a failure. The pavement was 
laid with a view to getting the city to 
adopt it on certain thoroughfares 
where the traffic was not particularly 
heavy. 

“The Commissioners of Public Werks 
has had considerable trouble with it, 
and numerous complaints have been 
made by drivers of vehicles. In rainy 
Weather the horses driven over this 
pavement would slip, and the Com- 
missioner of Public Works has had to 
sprinkle sand over it in order-to avoli 
serious accidents.” 

It is probable that there must have 
been something wrong about the va- 
riety of eucalyptus wood used in this 
case, or in the method, as eucalyptus 
pavement has been successfully used 
for many years in Australia. There are 
something like 200 varieties of the euca- 
lyptus, and some of them are much 
better adapted to paving than others. 

MUDDY STREETS. 

One of the object lessons of the re- 
cent rains is the miserable condition 
of some of the streets that have been 
graded and improved at large expense 
to the property-owners. The Times has 
frequently called attention to the ab- 
surd fashion: which now prevails of 
throwing loads of gravel and sand on 
top of a clay foundation, and then 
leaving the street to the wear and tear 
of haofs and wheels. In the case. of.a 
street upon which there is much travel, 
it only takes a couple of days after a 
heavy rain to change the appearance 
of the roadbed into that of an rnim- 
proved country lane. Except for over- 
coming hills and depressions, many of 
the graded streets might almost as well 
have been left in their primitive con- 
dition. It should certainly be possible 
to seeure a more satisfactory method 
of making streets than this. One im- 
provement over the common method is 
porphyry paving, to a successful job 
of which, on Angeleno Heigats, The 
Times has recently called attention. 

STREET CLEANING. 

The Street Superintendent of Kansas 
City has been sending out inquiries 
for the purpose of ascertaining what 
the cost of street cleaning is in various 
cities of the country. Among the re- 
plies received were the following: | 
~ “Providence, R. I., has 32.50 miles of 
paved streets. 
for cleaning and maintaining same 
$200,000. Total amount appropriated for 
street department, $427,938. Cost per 
mile for cleaning asphalt, $10.50. 

“Cleveland, O., has 150 miles of paved 
streets; amount appropriated for clean- 


ing them, $105,000; average cost per 
mile, $32. 
“St. Louis has seventy miles of 


paved streets; 
asphalt streets per mile, $7.02; cost of 
cleaning other streets, $8.84: 

“Sioux City, Iowa, has only ninenteen 
miles of paved streets, but it costs $20 
a mile to clean them. 

“San Francisco has ninety miles of 
paved streets; the amount appropri- 
ated for cleaning them is $307,470; it 
mosts $10.60 ner mile to clean the as- 
phalt streets. 

“Boston has only ninety miles of 
paved streets, and it costs $16.95 per

Upon pay- 
ment to the Secretary of State, by the 
candidate, of a fee of $2, a license to 
practice architecture in the €tate shall 
be issued. Within six months after 
the passage of this act it will be wun- 
lawful for any person to practice arch- 
iteciture without a license.”

The Builder and Contractor notes 
that plans are being prepared for a 
four-story brick building to be 
on the west side of Spring street, be- 
tween Fourth and Fifth streets, for

Frank, to cost $35,000. Also for a two-
